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Editorial: Sell Creatively in 1953 


TIMELY now are remarks made re- 
cently by William H. Walling, presi- 
dent of the New York Employing 
Printers Association, Inc., when he ad- 
dressed the Associated Printing Sales- 
men, Inc. 

Mr. Walling is optimistic as to 
“What's Ahead for the Printing Sales- 
men in 1953.” He bases his optimism 
on the “tremendous upsurge in culture 
and taste as well as in industry, an up- 
swing which creates opportunities for 
you and me.” As an example of this 
upsurge he pointed out that “45% 
more Americans graduated from col- 
lege in 1948 than in 1940. The figures 
just cited represent a heightening of 
public taste, and that indicates a will- 
ingness to accept more and better 
printed words. The figures also mean 
that a large new population of better 
educated customers has entered our 
market place. And we all know that 
the better educated a nation, the 
higher its culture, the greater will be 
its expenditure on the printed word.” 

In addition, Mr. Walling stated: 
“Also from a straight industrial point 
of view the United States shows a re- 
markable increase in production of 
electrical energy, of petroleum, in the 
amount of gross farm income, in the 
value of foreign-trade exports.” 

Continuing, he said: “These are 
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some of the factors which can make 
1953 a big year for us. But it won’t 
be a lush year, it won’t just happen 
by itself. Good selling methods must 
be used because we are back in a pe- 
riod of competition. We have competi- 
tion not only between ourselves as 
commercial. printers, but from other 
mediums—radio and television, to men- 
tion only a couple. 

“Printing is an old business . . . and 
a big business—it comprises about 2% 
of all industrial activity in the United 
States. And yet for an industry which 
depends to a large extent on advertis- 
ing, we do very little for ourselves. We 
don’t practice what we preach. 

“The Miller Printing Machinery 
Co. has just held a $3,000 prize con- 
test for printers’ own self-advertising. 
The entries were on display at the re- 
cent PIA Convention in St. Louis. The 
prize-winning campaigns and individ- 
ual pieces were very good indeed, but 
what shocked me was the small num- 
ber of entries. With few exceptions, 
New York City was practically with- 
out representation. Here we are in the 
heart of the advertising world, in a

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BUSINESS 
COMMENT

USINESS generally continues to move at the record 
pace attained earlier in the fall. Employment is full, 

and personal incomes in the aggregate have never been 
as high, even after allowance for tax payments, according 


to government estimates. Industrial production established 
a new record peacetime rate in November, and was about 
4% above a year ago. Manufacturers’ unfilled orders are 
still virtually at peak levels. Total sales of all retail stores 
in October reached a new high for the year, 5% above 
September, after allowance for seasonal influences, and 
9% above October, 1951. Among the various lines of 
business, improving though not always record levels of 
trade and production appear to be as widespread as at 
any. time in the postwar period. 

While favorable experiences predominate, certain less 
promising aspects of the business situation should not be 
overlooked. A part of the activity in steel and steel-using 
industries is still the result of making up production or 
inventories lost during the steel strike. Seasonal in- 
fluences, including a large excess of Federal expenditures 
over receipts at this time of year, usually give a better 
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tone to business in the fall. Earnings 
reports show that business profits are 
being squeezed by a narrowing margin 
between costs and selling prices. Al- 
though business plans for capital in- 
vestment are reported to be almost as 
large for 1953 as for 1952, new orders 
for machinery fell below shipments in 
six of the last seven months. Industrial 
raw material prices, which usually ad- 
vance strongly when business is active, 
have shown more weakness than 
strength. Consumer buying is stimu- 
lated by more liberal use of install- 
ment credit. 

The improvement this fall seems to 
have been the result of better civilian 
business in textiles, autos, household 
appliances, furniture, television, etc., 
rather than expanding government 
spending. Military deliveries have not 
risen significantly for some months; in 
October total national security outlays 
were $4.3 billion, a sum which has 
been exceeded slightly in five of the 
six previous months. Though large 
military outlays provide major sup- 
port for business, the vitality recently 
shown by civilian industries, despite 
lack of expansion in military spend- 
ing, is encouraging for the future. 


Controlling Federal Expenditures 


When the President presents his 
budget message to Congress in January 
each year, two budgets are given. The 
press and the public generally look at 
the forecast of receipts and expendi- 
tures for the next fiscal year. The ex- 
penditure budget is important in terms 
of Treasury financing problems in the 
following year—tax needs and borrow- 
ing or repayment of debt. More im- 
portant for the future level of expendi- 
tures, and therefore of tax and financ- 
ing needs, is the second budget—the 
recommendations for appropriations 
and new contract authorizations. The 
Congress legislates, not on the expend- 
iture budget, but on authorizations to 


spend in the next and following years. 
The expenditure budget is really the 
result, not only of current appropria- 
tion requests, but also of final pay- 
ment for goods and services for which 
appropriations were made or contracts 
authorized one or two or more years 
ago. 

The budget to be presented in Jan- 
uary may carry a smaller total of ap- 
propriation requests for the fiscal year 
beginning next July 1 than last year’s 
budget, and Congress and the new 
administration may try further to re- 
duce the total as appropriation bills 
are enacted. Yet the expenditure bud- 
get for the next fiscal year may be 
higher than this year, simply because 
in the course of the last few years the 
Congress has authorized and the gov- 
ernment has incurred liabilities for 
goods and services that become pay- 
able next year. Since Korea, the new 
obligational authority (current appro- 
priations and net contract authoriza- 
tions) given by Congress to govern- 
ment departments and agencies has 
been very large—much larger than ex- 
penditures in those years. The chart in 
the lower left hand corner of page 12 
compares new obligational authority 
enacted with actual or estimated ex- 
penditures in the last three fiscal years. 

For an understanding of the budget, 
it is necessary to know the appropria- 
tion process. As the budget documents 
explain, appropriations are authoriza- 
tions to make expenditures. Most ap- 
propriations confer authority both to 
incur obligations and to expend money. 
These authorizations are usually avail- 
able for obligation for only one year, 
but some are available for longer pe- 
riods of time. Even those which expire 
for obligational purposes at the end 
of one year remain available for mak- 
ing expenditures in payment of such 
obligations for an additional two years. 
The Congress may also grant contract 
authorizations, which enable the gov- 
ernment to incur obligations prior to

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the enactment of an appropriation. A 
later appropriation is necessary for 
payment of liabilities incurred under 
these contracts. The Congress may 
make reappropriations to continue avail- 
able part or all of the unused balance 
of a prior appropriation or authoriza- 
tion which would otherwise expire. 
The Congress may also rescind prior 
authorizations, but this seldom amounts 
to much and involves appropriate set- 
tlement of canceled contracts. The to- 
tal of net appropriations and contract 
authority enacted in any year is called 
the new obligational authority avail- 


able for making commitments in that 
year. 

It is obvious that a substantial por- 
tion of each year’s expenditures comes 
from authorizations of prior years, and 
a substantial portion of each year’s 
authorizations is carried over into fu- 
ture years before it is spent. It is esti- 
mated that more than 55% of expendi- 
tures in this fiscal year will be financed 
out of funds appropriated or author- 
ized in previous fiscal years. This in- 
cludes over $6.4 billion of expendi- 
tures out of permanent appropriations 
(chiefly for interest on the public 
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debt), over $3 billion of appropriations 
to liquidate prior contract authoriza- 
tions, and over $35 billion of expendi- 
tures out of unspent but obligated ap- 
propriations of earlier years. 

The current magnitude of obliga- 
tional authority enacted but unspent 
is given by estimates of the military 
program alone as of September 30 last. 
Since mid-1950 Congress has provided 
$181 billion for the military establish- 
ment and military aid abroad. Spend- 
ing for military pay, supplies and de- 
liveries on contracts have totaled $72 
billion, leaving $109 billion of unspent 
authority. Orders and firm commit- 
ments outstanding on September 30 
against this authority aggregated $66 
billion, leaving $43 billion still to be 
committed. Despite large unspent bal- 
ances, the President will request tens 
of billions of new appropriations next 
January to maintain the military pro- 
gram. 

The public is apt to think of the 
budget as primarily reflecting pro- 
grams initiated by and under control 
of the Executive Departments, and 
that is largely true when military and 
military aid programs constitute such 
a major part of the total budget. But 
large sums must be appropriated each 
year to carry out legislation on the 
books, which commits the government 
to spend money year after year until 
the legislation is changed. The GI 
benefit program, Federal contributions 
to the states for public assistance, and 
farm support legislation are examples. 
Expenditures under these laws de- 
pend upon the number of veterans who 
elect to go to college, the number of 
persons aided by State welfare agen- 
cies, or the amount of wheat, cotton 
and corn offered by farmers to the 
Commodity Credit Corporation. Esti- 
mates of the cost of these programs for 
the next fiscal year are prepared each 
fall by the appropriate departments or 
agencies and, after review by the Bud- 
get Bureau, are included in the Jan- 


uary budget appropriation requests. 
The Congress may trim these appro- 
priations, but if as the year progresses 
expenditures tend ‘to exceed the ap- 
propriation, a supplemental appropria- 
tion must be enacted in order to carry 
out the laws. A vast amount of such 
basic authorizing legislation is on the 
books, which has established a legal 
commitment that the Congress must 
honor by appropriations as long as the 
legislation remains in force. 

Shifts in the nature, scale and tim- 
ing of the military program, largely 
determined by the Defense Depart- 
ment, can of course result in quite 
rapid changes in expenditures. A 
tighter and more efficient administra- 
tion of laws such as those referred to 
in the preceding paragraph may ac- 
complish notable savings over a period 
of time. Basically, however, the size of 
the non-military part of the Federal 
budget is determined by laws on the 
books. Expenditure control can be 
most effectively exercised at the stage 
where Congress acts on the basic leg- 
islation. As the Director of the Budget 
has pointed out, “it would seem fun- 
damental that Congress should ex- 
amine not only the merits but the 
future fiscal impact of legislative pro- 
posals. Yet neither House of Congress 
has established procedures for an over- 
all evaluation of the fiscal implications 
of proposed legislation.” Finally, and 
even more basically, the problem is 
one of how much the people demand 
of their government, and that requires 
“educating individuals and groups on 
the need for controlling particular ex- 
penditures in which they may have a 
primary interest.” Only then can the 
“public and national interest prevail 
over private and local interest” in the 
scope of government activities and the 
size of the federal budget. 


A Review of the Steel Industry 


The steel industry has been making 
over 2.2 million ingot tons of steel each 
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week tor the past two months. This is 
at the rate of about 115 million tons 
a year, and is 8% higher than in the 
similar period last year. For the year 
as a whole ingot output is estimated 
at 93 million tons. Production might 
have been close to 110 million tons 
but for the loss of 18 million tons in 
the June-July strike. Although the 
current high level of operations reflects 
in part the attempt on the part; of 
steel-using industries to make‘ up for 
the effects of the strike, it is based 
primarily on the country’s tremendous 
need for steel, which continues very 


strong in response to the defense ef- 
fort and the brisk pace of general 
business activity. 

Prior to the prolonged strike, sup- 
plies of some types of steel were com- 
ing into an approximate balance with 
demand. Trade sources reported that 
wire products, merchant hardware and 
some types of sheet and strip were 
more readily available, though supplies 
of large structural shapes, heavy 
plates, cold rolled forging bars, large 
diameter pipe and seamless tubing 
were still tight. Warehouse steel in- 
ventories had risen steadily for about 
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six months and were at comparatively 
high levels. Scrap was easier with 
stockpiles averaging close to 40 days’ 
supply compared with less than two 
weeks’ supply four months earlier. The 
most significant indication of the 
changing supply-demand relationship, 
however, was the easing of Federal 
controls on the amounts of steel used 
in construction and automobiles and 
the Government’s announced intention 
to have controls on steel substantially 
relaxed by the end of the year. 

The steel strike drastically upset 
this improving situation, and settle- 
ment of the strike touched off a scram- 
ble for steel to replenish inventories 
and make up production lost during 
the strike. Allocations for the military 
and atomic energy programs were al- 
most doubled in order to make up 
such losses, thus slowing recovery of 
shipments to non-defense customers. 
Conversion operations, which had 
faded in the spring, returned with re- 
newed vigor. Practically every type of 
finished steel was in extremely tight 
supply. The deficit in tubular goods, 
alloy steels and the heavier plates and 
largest sizes of bars, was especially 
deep. Presently, the supply of these 
items is still very tight but there are 
signs of a slight easing in demand for 
flat rolled and wire products. It is 
estimated that civilian supplies of steel 
will be 30% larger next year, provided 
no serious interruption of output or 
rise in military needs occurs. 

The principal factor underlying the 
return to a more normal demand-sup- 
ply relationship in the face of heavy 
consumption is, of course, the tremen- 
dous expansion program undertaken 
by the industry since the end of World 
War II and greatly accelerated after 
Korea. Despite delays in new construc- 
tion caused by the strike, the industry 
will have a rated capacity of about 
116 million net ingot tons at the end 
of the year, which is roughly 25% 
more than at the end of the war. In 


1952 alone about 7.2 million tons of 
new capacity will be brought into pro- 
duction on top of a 4.3 million ton 
gain last year and a slightly lesser 
amount in 1950. Although the steel 
expansion program is over half com- 
pleted, progress is not uniform. Latest 
reports show that blast furnace in- 
stallations are 26% complete while 
steel and rolling mill expansion is 
about 65% in place. 

By the end of 1952 the expansion 
program will have involved an outlay 
of over $4.7 billion. A trade source 
indicates that a decade ago, depend- 
ing upon the type of plant, capital 
investment per job amounted to $10,- 
000 to $15,000, whereas today the cost 
is more than $90,000. The increase in 
cost per employee represents greater 
mechanization of operations as well as 
higher costs of construction. An inte- 
grated steel mill, together with the 
necessary ore shipping facilities, now 
is estimated to cost over $300 per ton 
of ingot capacity. Before the war gross 
plant investment per ton of ingot ca- 
pacity averaged less than $100. 

Significant changes are occurring in 
the demand for different types of steel 
and therefore in production facilities. 
The chart presents a long-term rec- 
ord of steel consumption. The growth 
in demand for steel by automotive, 
container, and machinery and tool 
industries is readily apparent and is 
in contrast to the relative decline in 
demand for steel by the railroad in- 
dustry. The distribution of finished 
steel was drastically changed by World 
War II, but pre-war trends have since 
been resumed. In response to shifting 
patterns of steel consumption, finish- 
ing mill facilities have undergoné sub- 
stantial modification and enlargement. 
The capacity for hot-rolled sheets has 
more than doubled since pre-war, 
while cold-rolled strip facilities have 
increased 98%. Pipe and tube mills 
have upped their productive capacity

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Excerpts from a talk given by Joseph A. Eaton, general 
manager of C. T. Dearing Printing Company, Louisville, 
before the Technical Conference on Make-Ready and 
Pre-Make-Ready held in Chicago, December 4 and 5, 
under the sponsorship of the Research and Engineer- 
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HAT, as printers, should be our approach to make- 
ready? In my opinion, our approach should be that 
of trying to eliminate it at the press. When you think in 
this direction you understand makeready problems best 
and you can measure progress. Also, the minute you start 
to eliminate makeready you must permanently drop the 


narrow use of the word and become an ardent exponent 
of the broad term. 

Let us now consider makeready in the three main proc- 
esses of printing—letterpress, gravure, and offset. In the 
narrow sense of the word we have been taught, and truth- 
fully, that gravure and offset require little or no make- 
ready. Each process has its good and bad points. Each, 
over the long run, will hold its just share of the work. 
Makeready is only one of the factors to consider in choos- 
ing the process to use. 

There are certain elements of makeready at the press 
which will always be with us in all three processes. 

1. We must take off the completed job, and put on the 
new one. 

2. We must clean up the press. 

3. If the job is sheet-fed, we must set the feeder and 
delivery to the new sheet size. This also includes gadgets

like side guides, rollers, sprays, etc. 
If the job is web-fed and folded, we 
must set the roll stand to the new size 
and adjust the folder to the new re- 
quirements. This also leaves gadgets 
—burners for drying, rollers, foun- 
tains, and compensators, etc., to be 
adjusted. 

4. We must adjust for kind of pa- 
per and bulk of paper. 

5. We must consider the new ink 
to be used. 

These five items, and I have tried 
not to go into detail on them, will 
always remain, no matter what process 
is used. People want different sized 
pieces of printing, in different com- 
binations and on different kinds of pa- 
per and with different inks. How much 
time this takes per job depends on 
personnel, equipment, and degree of 
change. 

If we eliminate all the above five 
items, we find that offset and gravure 
have a big edge on letterpress when 
it comes to makeready. 


Gravure Makeready 


Gravure is probably the simplest 
process to make ready. Having com- 


pleted the five items above, what is 
left for the gravure pressman to do? 
Inasmuch as the cylinders change with 
each job, he must have made sure that 
the cylinder shafts and the press bear- 
ings are not worn because any play 
at this point will cause trouble. If 
maintenance has been effective, there 
will be no trouble here. 

Next, the gravure man must set his 
doctor blade. The blade must have 
been properly ground in advance of 
use; it must be carefully set at the 
right angle with proper tension so that 
the cylinder wipes clean, and without 
excessive wear on the cylinder. This 
is a delicate setting and there is room 
for much discussion about doctor blade 
action, speed, distance from impres- 
sion roller, angle, etc. I doubt if this 
discussion belongs to makeready, but 
of course whatever your thinking is, 
your setting of the doctor blade at 
makeready time must be in keeping 
with your setup. 

Next, the pressman pushes a button 
and drops his rubber impression roller. 
He then starts his press and looks at 
his sheet. If the viscosity of his ink is 
too high the cylinder will print dry, 
that is, not to the full value of the 
cylinder. He must add solvent until 
he prints the full value. If the ink is 
not of sufficient viscosity, he must re- 
duce the amount of solvent or his print 
will be mottled and work will bleed. 
Bleeding is sometimes called “running 
whiskers.” 

Rotogravure cylinders run continu- 
ously in a bath of ink; there is no 
fountain setting, there is no packing 
cylinder—almost nothing to adjust but 
the doctor blade. Pressmen must watch 
this ink viscosity very carefully as the 
balance is delicate. He varies his shade 
of ink by adding extenders to weaken 
or toners to intensify. On magazine, 
catalog or newspaper work, repeating 
at regular intervals on the same pa- 
per, much of this detail can be worked 
out in advance. Continued on page 24 
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On sheet gravure under wide varia- 
tions of commercial printing, all con- 
ditions are made more severe. The 
quality makeready from day to day on 
a running form consists of changing 
doctor blades and watching ink, par- 
ticularly with wide changes in atmos- 
pheric conditions. 

Basically, gravure is a tone process. 
It is not contrasty, and is at its worst 
at the white end of the scale. Type is 
screened, and fine-lined type or fine 
lines in work are inferior to letter- 
press. It is not: as flexible color-wise 
as letterpress. These factors must be 
cared for in advance of the press run. 
The broad approach to makeready is 
important on these points. 


Makeready in Lithography 


Offset pressmen, after observing the 
five common makeready steps, must 
vary as follows: Offset plates are 
grained after each run. This causes a 
variation in thickness. Usually the 
plate cylinder on an offset press is 
marked for its undercut from the bear- 
ers. The offset pressman must “mike” 
his plate and pack under the plate so 
that the total thickness of plate and 
packing is equal to the undercut, thus

making the work run at bearer height. 
The blanket cylinder must be packed 
under the blanket and should be over- 
packed between .002 and .004 in order 
to transfer properly. Pressmen must 
watch the image on the blanket and 
regulate their packing to get the 
proper detail. The work is delicate, 
packing must be uniform, and high 
or low spots on the plate and blanket 
cylinder must be leveled off. As a 
blanket wears, it needs attention for 
low spots or swelling and extreme care 
must be taken not to damage the 
blanket or the piate, as both are deli- 
cate. The impression cylinder does not 
have bearers and must be adjusted for 
position against the blanket. Usually 
a .002 squeeze is allowed for proper 
printing. 

There is also a water fountain to 
adjust. Offset depends on a battle be- 
tween ink and water and the battle 
must always come out tied—neither 
side can win. The offset pressman must 
also be a bit of a chemist, adding etch 
to his water fountain to keep the plate 
clean. He must keep his blanket from 
getting sticky. If he stops for long, he 
must gum up his plate. He must set 
his rollers very carefully. He has many 
things to watch and he must be very 
accurate in his corrective measures. If 
he fails anywhere along the line, his 
quality suffers quickly, his production 
falls off, and plates are easily damaged 
and have to be made over. If the mois- 
ture control in the pressroom or the 
paper varies much, the pressman must 
battle wrinkles and this can be disas- 
trous. All of these conditions will in- 
crease makeready time after the run 
starts if the time is separated from the 
production run. 

Offset ink must be watched by 
Baume testing for solids control and 
viscosity testing for rate of flow. Most 
inks require some adjusting when 
starting up a press form. In this re- 
spect it resembles gravure. Offset is 
not flexible for color; fountains can 
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not be split. The process gives a light, 
clean print and it can also lay solids 
almost better than any process. It 
prints well on rough surfaced or art 
papers. It suffers from a lack of de- 
velopment capital for long-run maga- 
zine and catalog work. It is very good 
on short runs and the commercial field, 
but has allowed long-run magazine and 
catalog work to be captured by gra- 
vure ard letterpress. 


Low Makeready Processes 


I have shown that gravure and off- 
set are low makeready processes on 
the press. Most printers make their 
own offset plates or gravure cylinders. 
On both of these processes, the press- 
man does not have much opportunity 
to add any quality to the plate or cyl- 
inder; he can lower its quality but not 
add. In each case because the printer 
controls the platemaking, he has some 
advantages and particularly if the cus- 
tomer has made the right choice of 
process for the work and prepared his 
artwork and type work to suit the 
process. 

The need for artwork at each print- 
ing plant is a drawback to these proc- 
esses in magazine work because agen- 
cies like to keep their artwork under 
control in their home offices and have 
engravers supply engravings for the 
spread of the country. This, plus the 
flexibility of letterpress in color, has 
given them a large lead in magazine 
work. Having other people control en- 
graving, however, makes makeready 
problems much more severe in letter- 
press. 

The progress in gravure and offset 
has been so great in the past fifteen 
years that their hot breath on the neck 
of the letterpress printer has spurred 
him to develop his presses for speed, 
brought out advanced design, and 
heat-set inks. All this has been won- 
derful, but the problem of makeready 
has become more acute. 
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Letterpress Makeready 


Makeready is more important in 
letterpress than in offset or gravure 
because of the nature of the process 
itself. Gravure and offset print with 
adjusted over-all pressure; offset 
enough to transfer, and gravure 
enough to allow absorption and capil- 
lary attraction to pull the ink out of 
the cylinder wells. In both processes, 
the treatment is an over-all treatment. 
Letterpress is printing under a spe- 
cialized pressure treatment. The press 
form is made up of many pieces; 
there must be an over-all pressure 
treatment as in the other processes 
and, in addition, individual pressure 
treatment for each piece or even within 
the piece itself. 


This factor of specialized pressure 
treatment is the reason the Letterpress 
pressman can put quality in his work 
to a degree that is not present in gra- 
vure or offset. The letterpress press- 
man can’t, through pressure, make a 
bad original good, but he will not get 
a good print from a good engraving if 
the pressure treatment is not correct. 
Because his material is delicate and 
the pressures so great, he can also 
easily destroy the form. Also, because 
of high pressure he must be much 
more careful of his travel line. The 
pressman controls this factor in letter- 
press, whereas in gravure it is con- 
trolled by the photoengraver in sizing 
the cylinder. Different grades and 
makes of paper in letterpress call for 
different pressure treatments whereas, 
again, this is not so in gravure. 


Makeready in letterpress is such a 
vast subject that it can’t be covered 
in the time allotted me on this pro- 
gram. There are so many kinds of let- 
terpress operations that I want to 
eliminate some for the moment—news- 
papers, small shop job-printing, many 
types of commercial printing, and rub- 
ber-plate printing. These are all 
worthy items, but in covering maga- 
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zine printing you can readily pick out 
the: items that apply generally. Even 
in magazine printing, I have to sub- 
divide into jobs printed from type and 
cuts, on sheet-fed rotaries and on web- 
fed rotaries with folders. 

Before we start to make ready these 
presses, let us just talk a minute about 
mechanical conditions. Presses never 
seem to wear out completely, and there 
are presses in operation today that are 
fifty years old. On old presses fifty 
per cent of the makeready may be to 
compensate for the wear of the press. 
Many of the older presses have out- 
dated designs, and even where design 
was QO.K., standards of workmanship 
by the press builders a few years ago 
did not compare with the high stand- 
ards of today. I understand the rea- 
sons behind keeping old presses. For 
purposes of this talk, however, let’s 
assume that all presses are built to 
precision, that the mechanical toler- 
ances are not out by more than plus or 
minus .001, that they are on roller 
bearings that will keep the press to 
the tolerances, and that maintenance 


men have kept these presse. that way.

That is getting over a lot of ground 
very fast. You understand, however, 
that wear always has to be compen- 
sated for by makeready in all proc- 
esses. Running an old press or one in 
poor mechanical condition always 
means accepting more makeready 
hours. 


Flat-bed Press Operations 


Let us consider flat-bed press opera- 
tions. The larger the bed, the more dif- 
ficult it is to keep this press level. This 
fact, plus bronze bearings, will always 
make it necessary to makeready to 
cover press faults on this equipment. 

Next, comes the problem of cuts 
mounted on wood. This cannot be 
avoided for reasons of economy and 
convenience. The wood cuts will warp 
and twist all the time, affecting print- 
ing quality and register. This will 
cause extra makeready. As runs ap- 
proach 50,000 impressions, type will 
wear badly. If type is alloyed to make 
it harder, type casting is affected and 
this affects makeready. The cost of 
plates make people stretch runs on 
type up to 75,000 impressions. One 
must, however, decide when, for qual- 
ity reasons, you will go to electrotypes. 
Having taken this step, you no longer 
can afford to print on flat-bed presses. 
Much can be done in the composing 
room to see that type is kept type high 
and free from casting defects. Cuts 
can be type-highed mechanically or by 
underlaying. Press forms can be locked 
up and lined up at the same time in 
the composing room. Care can be 
taken to see that chases are not 
warped. You can go as far in advance 
of the press as you can save in press- 
room makeready. 


On Rotary Presses 


Well, here I am now at the big 
rotary press, costing from $500,000 to 
$700,000. You may think now that life 
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is easier because you have so many 
advantages. Not so; this press costs 
to operate from $40.00 to $60.00 per 
hour. A 15-hour makeready at $60.00 
per hour is a $900.00 makeready. 
Perhaps a 20-year-old press of the 
same capacity in plates takes 40 
hours to makeready at $20.00 per 
hour. Here you have an $800.00 make- 
ready. This is a win for the old press. 
When the two presses start up, the old 
one may print 4,000 net copies per 
hour fer $20.00, in which case it is 
just as cheap as 12,000 net copies 
per hour on the $60.00 press and you 
are still behind on makeready cost. It 
doesn’t take long to find out that you 
need to do a better job, and you can 
still feel that hot breath on the back 
of your neck from the gravure boy. 

Here is what Dearing would like to 
have done before work hits our plant 
so we may do a better job: 

1. We would like to have the cus- 
tomer, whether he is a publisher or 
an agency, decide at what quality 
level he is going to print a particular 
subject or job, on what process, and 
on what kind of paper. We would like 
him to understand this position com- 
pletely. 

2. We would want the artist to pre- 
pare his artwork for that process, qual- 
ity level, and paper. 

3. We would like to have the en- 
graver make his originals to the print- 
er’s specifications for the chosen con- 
ditions. We would like to have the 
agency or publisher police this opera- 
tion or back us up if we do the polic- 
in 


g. 
4. We would like to have the make- 
up department arrange this press form 


to provide balance, particularly if 
color is present. 

When the material reaches our 
plant: 

1. We inspect it carefully, using a 
microscope and pulling checking 
proofs. An inspection report is made 
out, and copy sent to the customer so 


he is aware of any faults that are his 
responsibility, and he should do some- 
thing to prevent faults happening over 
and over again. Copies of this report 
also go to the composing room, foun- 
dry, and pressroom so that each of 
these department heads can see what 
is required in his department to keep 
the job up to standard. The plant pro- 
duction department also has a copy 
so it can keep abreast of developments. 

2. The composing room _ metal- 
mounts this cut, type-highing it and 
adding productive dead metal to help 
the foundry. Good clean type is then 
locked with the cut and the foundry 
proof is expected to show this form in 
good condition for molding. 

3. The foundry now makes the nec- 
essary electrotypes. Here is the point 
where precision in every detail must 
be paramount. We feel that centrifugal 
casting is a big step forward. The 
pressroom pre-makeready department 
treats such plates as need treating 
while they are in the foundry. All 
plates are finally press-proved and 
O.K.’d by a pressroom man. They are 
then ready to be chrome plated. After 
chroming, they are proved again and 
if O.K., delivered to the pressroom. 

4. In the pressroom the pre-make- 
ready department will check the plates 
and underlay them to pre-arranged 
standards. 

5. Now, the press crew puts the 
plates on the presses which have speed 
lockup so that lineup as a separate 
operation is eliminated. Makereadies 
are standardized as to procedure and 
materials to avoid confusion between 
crews. Training personnel is important 
here. Time standards are set as guides 
so the press crews can see how they 
are doing. 

The first pull-up, if the form is 
black, should be good enough to run 
while an improvement overlay is be- 
ing prepared. The first pull-up on the 
press is the most important item in

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this whole procession of makeready 
objectives. It is the score card on 
everybody. When color is present, after 
the first pull-up, color plates are put 
on and registered. 

Color inks to match progressives, 
having already been matched in ad- 
vance and checked by the ink room 
for specification, should not be out 
sufficiently to prevent the press from 
running after register is made. 

While on this first part of the run, 
the form is checked to see if we match 
engraver’s proofs. Everything that can 
be done to improve the form is now 
done and office copies laid out. The 
pressman is given his O.K. on the 
form at this time and it is his re- 
sponsibility to keep the quality at this 
point from there on, and at the same 
time meet his standard run averages. 

There are many details that could 
be added to this makeready program 
but they must be worked out for each 
shop. I have outlined basically what 
Dearing is trying to do. We started 
with it eight years ago. We feel we 
have had a measure of success as we 
have increased our efficiency enough to 
absorb most cost increases in the let- 
terpress room, and improved our qual- 
ity at the same time. We also feel that 
we have not scratched the surface of 
what can be done. There is much room 
for improvement in our plant. We 
don’t believe it can be done by crack- 
ing the whip. It is purely educational. 
It must also be fun to try to attain 
a goal. Sometimes our men win the 
game; sometimes they lose; but we 
always try to be in there playing to 
the limit of our ability. 

Our worst trouble still comes from 
the outside, such as engravers giving 
us shallow plates and poor proving. 
This isn’t deliberate; it is a lack of 
understanding, plus the fact that the 
people ahead of them make so little 
effort to get in harness to help us do 
our job. 

We must all unite to encourage and 


invite improvement. We must patiently 
explain and sell our points. What can 
P.LA. do about this: 

1. Thrash out our problems and try 
to secure agreement among ourselves. 
Bring the engravers into this, as they 
are really a part of us. 

2. Take our agreed-upon standards 
to our publishers and customers in 
their association meetings and try to 
come out of these meetings with an 
agreement. 

3. Sit down with the AAAA and 
make the final agreement to cover the 
whole trade. 

4. Put out a report showing in de- 
tail all the problems and the discus- 
sions pertaining to them. 

Write up all the agreements. 

Establish an industry arbitration 
board to judge the disputes that arise. 

5. Then, let’s all work to improve 
what we have set up as standards. 


Transferring Design to Wood-Cut 


Preparing for the usual engraving 
process, here is a simple hint for those 
who now seek to practice the almost 
forgotten art of engraving on wood. 
First make a saturated solution of caus- 
tic potash water—about two ounces of 
alcohol, or mytholated spirits, and you 
have your transfer solution. Moisten 
paper on which sketch is made, and 
lay between two pieces of blotting pa- 
per. While sketch is still damp, dip in 
above solution for about two minutes. 
In the meantime the surface of block 
should be ready for transfer. Rinse 
sketch free of all solution and place in 
position on block. The transfer can 
be made much the same as though you 
were pulling a proof. If this is done 
in a job press be sure to use a soft 
packing, and careful not to stretch or 
spread original design.

N view of present and impending high demands for 

high quality graphic arts services, maximum utiliza- 
tion of personnel is becoming the permanent aim of print- 
ing plants that are alert to the realities of our present-day 
economic and social conditions. It is obvious that the 
current tight labor market is not a passing phenomenon 
to be dealt with by hastily conceived stop-gap measures. 
All indications are that the manpower shortage is a long- 
term problem that will plague us all, in varying forms and 
degrees, for the next two decades. This is not some sort 
of intuitive guess, but a considered judgment based on all 
relevant factors and concurred in by many businessmen. 


What Can We Do? 


Today, more than ever before, the graphic arts industry 
therefore cannot hope to solve its various manpower prob- 
lems by “going out to hire someone néw.” There is not,

generally speaking, anyone “out there” 
to hire. Companies have to attain maxi- 
mum efficiency and high personnel 
standards without relying on a large 
labor market; they must work with 
what they already have, with the work- 
ers already on the job. They must plan 
and organize the existing labor force 
from a long range viewpoint on a 
permanent basis, and basic to any 
planning and organizing is the estab- 
lishment of a personnel inventory like 
the famous manning tables of a few 
years ago. 


During World War II, thousands of 
employers utilized some form of the 
manning table plan developed by the 
then War Manpower Commission as a 
means of stabilizing the industrial 
working force while drawing heavily 
on national manpower for the armed 
forces. 


What Can the Manning 
Tables Tell You? 


Generally, such manning tables pro- 
vided for top management a complete 
manpower inventory of the company, 


and brought to light a number of im- 
portant facts for manpower utilization, 
including: 

1. The different kinds of jobs in the 
plant or company. : 

2. The number of workers needed 
to perform each job. 

3. The type of worker suited to do 
each job and the possibility of substi- 
tuting another worker of lesser skill. 

4. The amount and kind of training 
needed to train an unskilled worker to 
do each job. 

5. Training methods used with sug- 
wee improvements on training meth- 
ods. 

6. Jobs in which women are now 
employed and those in which women 
could be used to replace men: 

7. Supplied essential information 
needed for forecasting labor require- 
ments in connection with anticipated 
production. 

8. Job relationships and suggested 
a logical chain of promotion or up- 
grading of workers from lesser to 
higher skilled tasks. 

9. Possible imbalance between num- 
ber of skilled workers and unskilled 
with reference to job content of tasks 
performed. 

10. Possible imbalance between 
number of workers and supervisors. 

11. Jobs in which physically handi- 
capped and disabled persons could be 
used to replace “normal” people who 
could be put on other work. 


Tailor It To Suit Your

jobs rather than people—an analysis 
which includes job titles, job descrip- 
tion, D.O.T. Code or other job code 
numbers, training time required to

employees for the job and minimum 
experience required of new workers. 
Other pertinent information may be 
included as desired, together with a 
recruitment schedule based upon an- 
ticipated needs growing out of produc- 
tion scheduled. The same kind of table 
can be worked when coupled with 
seniority rules, by companies involved 
in temporary layoffs due to production 
change-overs or other types of tem- 
porary situation creating spot areas of 
unemployment. 


What About Supervisory Personnel? 


Key to many aspects of the critical 
manpower shortage is a similar short- 
age of trained and skilled supervisors 
and foremen, up to top executives. 
One answer to this problem is a simi- 
lar manning table approach, with suit- 
able job analysis of functions and re- 
sponsibilities, with a detailed analysis 
of the skill and ability status of lower 
echelons of foremen and supervisors, 
their promotability, time required for 
them to come up to promotability, and 
availability in terms of replacements 
available for them when they are 
moved up. 

This does nothing but systematize 
what top management normally does 
all along—keep an eye out for 
“comers,” but it also puts the emphasis 
where it belongs, on top management 
for direction and planning rather than 
entirely on the individual and his own 
initiative. 


Set Up Your Own Manpower Pool! 


Your own organization can be your 
best source of personnel for almost all 
types of graphic arts employment. The 
answer lies in keeping adequate rec- 
ords for personnel control, predicting 
manpower needs based on projected 
operational schedules, and using the 
information you have on present work- 
ers to fill your needs. Such planning 
needs publicity—your workers need to 


know the type of opportunities that 
will be presented to them under such 
a set-up, so that they will be willing 
and even eager to make the best con- 
tribution they can to the joint enter- 
prise in their own interest. 

Once these devices have been in- 
stalled, you will find that they are easy 
to operate, require little time from 
management and supervisors and only 
a small amount of clerical time to 
keep them up to date. However, no 
system can work and no records can 
be effective without continuous and 
conscious effort by management to 
make them work—to solve the local 
manpower problem by utilizing all 
available skills and talents to the 
utmost. 


What About the Small Plant? 


Essentially the same personnel prob- 
lems are faced by all sizes and types 
of graphic arts shops, and the methods 
for handling the problems are thus ap- 
plicable to all concerns. It is some- 
times not feasible for many smaller 
plants to set up separate departments 
such as large personnel staffs, super- 
visors, managers, engineering staff, etc. 
However, if the problems are to be 
solved, the functions of these depart- 
ments must be utilized. In the very 
small plant, this may mean that one 
man assumes all the responsibility 
himself. It really doesn’t matter. What 
is important is that the plant set up 
an effective manpower pool drawing 
upon personnel already on the payroll 
and that this manpower pool be de- 
signed to fit the particular require- 
ments and organizational structure of 
the individual plant.

IN THE PRINTING INDUSTRY

HEN William A. Didier & Sons, Fort Wayne, 

Indiana, letterpress and lithographic printer, began 
construction of a new building, every effort was made to 
make the building as modern and efficient as possible. 
One day, as president William A. Didier was waiting in 
a customer’s office, he thumbed through a trade journal 
in a hunt for new ideas which could be applied to the 
new building he was constructing. 

One advertisement in particular caught his eye when 
he noted a rather impressive claim, namely, that virtually 
all kinds of printing equipment and machinery could be 
attached directly to floors by use of mounting pads. It was 
also stated that the pads eliminated the use of bolts and 
the necessity for drilling floors. 

As one who at that very moment was paying for the 
pouring of expensive concrete, Didier became intrigued 
with the idea. Furthermore, he was concerned with the

very real problem of machine vibra- 
tion. Because average profits with the 
printing economy may be only 1% of 
the gross, Didier felt this might repre- 
resent an ideal way to increase pro- 
duction by extending the life of equip- 
ment and improving the health and 
efficiency of workers. 

If the pads could be used effectively 
under his machines, they might help 
to solve an important problem which 
is rapidly becoming more serious in 
the printing industry: the increase in 
occupational disease such as deafness,

digestive troubles, hypertension, fa- 
tigue and resulting absenteeism. 

After a period of investigation, Mr. 
Didier acted upon his first impulse. In 
the new building, with concrete floor 
and flat steel roof, twenty presses were 
installed. Bindery equipment stood 
hard by. During installation of the 
machines, not a bolt or a lag screw 
was used, and to this day the concrete 
floor remains unimpaired, even with 
changes in location of various pieces 
of machinery. With the pads, a ma- 
chine can be moved by slushing a 
solvent on the pad to dissolve the 
cement. The machine can then be re- 
mounted on the same pads, using 
more cement, in a new location. 

The time saved in making installa- 
tions is impressive, and may amount 
to a saving of 80% per press. In this 
respect, Didier reports several grounds 
for rejoicing. 

“We knew that we had accomplished 
what we had set out to do, which was 
to cut down noise and eliminate vi- 
bration. We were amazed when we cut 
out vibration which is one of the great- 
est causes of fatigue. Then, to our sur- 
prise, we found we were cutting ma- 
chine replacements to a figure we 
would have thought impossible.” 

“Our replacements for machinery 
for the eighteen months following the 
use of the pads amounted to $6,228.82. 
On the other hand, in the eighteen 
months preceding the installations of 
the pads, our replacement costs were 
$10,978.20. This is a saving of 434%4%. 
Although it is impossible to figure sav- 
ings because of less operator fatigue, 
we feel it would be safe to say that 
the savings would pay for a complete 
installation within a _ six-months’ 
period.” 

Up to this time, the Didier organi- 
zation had faith in the installation and 
a certain amount of proof that it was 
advantageous. However, it wanted to 
know just how much noise and trans-

It makes a sales 
point of the idea that in offset printing 
this firm “uses no type—expensive 
cuts or mats.” An interesting piece. 


LUTZ PRINTING COMPANY, 499 
E. Philadelphia St., York, Pa., ties in 
the calendar on its blotter with a piece 
of sales copy. Opposite the calendar is 
this copy, “Day after day . . . the best 
quality and the best service comes 
from (name of printer).” Good idea, 
but could have been better if the 
typography and general layout had 
been more interesting. 


INDEPENDENT PRINTING COM- 
PANY, 212 Tenth St., Richmond, Cal., 
uses a printed letter to solicit business. 
The letter has with it a recently 
printed folder, and the letter itself 
starts out: “Here’s something we're 


mighty proud of—a full-color folder 
printed by local craftsmen, telling the 
story of our new Civic Center facili- 
ties.” The letter continues to tell about 
how this printer got the job—in com- 
petition with other printers—thanks 
to its economical new three-color en- 
graving process, and because it has a 
staff of skilled union craftsmen who 
followed the job from art layout and 
printing to mailing. Other printers 
might do well to get a little change 
of pace into their blotter mailings by 
enclosing a sales letter with a blotter 
now and then. 


THE TOLEDO PRINTING CO., 512- 
514 Erie St., Toledo, Ohio, has issued 
a booklet carrying the title “Family 
Album.” Inside it tells the complete 
story of its plant including pictures of 
individual craftsmen and short thumb- 
nail biographical sketches. On the first 
page appears this paraphrase of Eddie 
Guest’s poem, “It takes a heap of 
working together to make a home for 
your printing.” This is enclosed in a 
frame made entirely of type ornaments. 
Then on the last page appears this 
copy, “Our family hospitality invites 
you to make this your printing home!” 
A good idea, but it has used coated 
stock and on it has printed 60-line 
halftones which doesn’t give as good 
a final appearance as a finer line half- 
tone would have done. Pictures of 
people, however, are always interest- 
ing and this is an interesting piece. 


*THE DRUMMOND PRESS, 2472 
Dennis St., Jacksonville, Fla., carries 
an illustration of a trade character 
called “Inky” on all its advertising. 
At the same time it uses a*drum as 
a part of the logotype of its business 
name appearing on all of its printed 
matter. “Inky” appears on all its blot- 
ters animated to illustrate the point 
brought out in the blotter. The one 
that gave us a chuckle was the blotter 
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lonotrons — an application of ATOMIC ENERGY

THE COLLINS PRINTING CO., 516 
Collins St., St. Paul 1, Minn., is send- 
ing out a very attractive blotter. It is 
printed in blue, red and silver on white 
coated blotter stock. The company 
name and the words “process engrav- 
ing” are printed in silver—raised 
printing. The effect is striking and at- 
tracts attention in the mail. 


OLD NEWS PRINTERY, 74 W. 8th 
St., Holland, Mich., consistently sup- 
plies its customers and prospects with 
scratch pads. These scratch pads are 
large enough to be of use and contain 
a minimum of advertising. Also, with 
a business reply envelope which goes 
out with each of its mailings it at- 
taches a little slip which says, “Use 
this envelope to send us your next 
order for printing.” 


LATMER PRINTERS AND LITHOG- 
RAPHERS, 5620 Broad St., Pittsburgh 
6, Pa. We have reviewed the very ex- 
cellent house organ issued by this 
printer, “Bits O’Philosophy” on many 
occasions, and it consistently main- 
tains a high standard of copy and 
ideas. It is well written and always 
treats of inspirational subjects a little 
off the beaten path of most mail ad- 
vertisers. At the present time this 
house organ is presenting a series on 
“Life at Forty!” and uses the con- 
tinued story technique to make the 
recipient look forward to getting the 
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next issue. A good job and a success: 
ful house organ which proves that 
you don’t have to knock a prospect 
down with your sales story every time 
you get in touch with him. 


ARROW PRINT SHOP, 324 McLean 
Ave., Yonkers 5, N. Y., uses an Eddie 
Guest poem (Eddie seems to be the 
printer’s friend) on its current blotter. 
The illustration is of a rose in full 
color—red and green—and the poem 
is his favorite, “The Makin’ of 
Friends.” The typography on this blot- 
ter is rather old-fashioned, and in our 
opinion too much decorative material 
and too much color rather kills the 
good effect this blotter might have 
had. 


While most of the blotters which are 
sent to this department for review are 
mailed alone in an envelope, we notice 
a trend, now, toward taking full ad- 
vantage of the postage used by insert- 
ing additional enclosures. BEBOUT &

WOODEN plough, kangaroo skins, and laboratory 
beakers hardly seem like the materials one would 
expect to find in a bindery. Yet these are familiar items 
at the R. R. Donnelley & Sons Company Extra Bindery 
in Chicago. Harold Tribolet, manager, and his staff use 
these items in their work of hand binding and the restora- 
tion of old manuscripts and documents. “Generally, there 
is little that has been adopted in the way of modern tools 
to continue the ancient art of hand binding,” said Mr. 
Tribolet when he spoke before the Chicago Book Clinic. 
For example, modern binderies have found faster and 
cheaper methods of sewing books, but none surpass the 
raised cord sewing which was practiced centuries ago. It 

is still the most permanent type of sewing.

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The wooden plough has its modern 
counterpart in the guillotine cutter.

Adjustments can be 
made on the plough which allow the 
operator to trim one leaf at a time 
and take off hair-breadth dimensions 
when desirable. 

The laboratory beakers are employed 
for the chemicals in the various 
washes required in the restoration of 
paper manuscripts and documents. 

As for the kangaroo skins, they are 
being utilized more frequently than 
previously since the bullet hole prob- 
lem has been eliminated. The animals 
are now lassoed. The kangaroo pouch 
also presented cutting problems. To 
some extent the pouch problem no 
longer exists—if one holds to the prac- 
tice of using the kangaroo skins for 
the smaller type books. “Judicious 
paring is important with skins,” 


warned Mr. Tribolet. He explained 
that the strength of skins is in the 
fibre underneath, not in their surface.

Mr. Tribolet, who learned the art of 
hand binding at Donnelley’s more than 
25 years ago, believes that the ancient 
art can be given modern emphasis. 
“There is distinct room for contem- 
porary design in binding just as there 
is in typography.” In his opinion, one 
of the drawbacks to the achievement 
is the brass tools. These last for hun- 
dreds of years and the tendency is to 
keep using them, rather than to create 
new designs. “It would be better if 
some of these tools were thrown away 
every ten years or so.” 

Ornamentation is a natural with 
leather. The extent of its use generally 
depends upon the amount of money 
that a client wants to spend. “Pure 
picture representations are not always 
successful on hand bound books, but 
frequently a stylized interpretation of 
the book’s contents enables us to cre- 
ate a pattern that reflects its spirit.” 
Mr. Tribolet displayed Izaac Walton’s 
“The Complete Angler” as an exam- 
ple. The abstract or stylized fish on 
the cover captures the imagination. 
For some it creates more interest than 
a realistic fish. The design was tooled 
with single straight lines of various 
lengths as well as with small curved 
tools in various sizes. 

The Extra Bindery has been in op- 
eration at Donnelley’s for 30 years. 
Much of the work it receives comes 
from private collectors and _institu- 
tional libraries. Its continuance de- 
pends upon these sources. Mr. Tribolet 
feels, however, that the art of fine bind- 
ing contributes to the industry as « 
whole because it gives a target to the 
machines. The machines can never hit 
the same bullseye of perfection 
achteved by the fine binder, but they 
can try. 

There are continued requests for the 
restoration of manuscripts and docu- 
ments. The washing process for this 
work is important. It consists primarily 
of a series of chemical baths to re-

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ROTOGRAVURE REVIEW

SURVEY of this important branch of the graphic 

arts might be opened by correcting an erroneous 
impression regarding the name of the process. From the 
strict historical viewpoint, the most proper name for the 
Klic procedure probably would be Rembrandt Gravure, 
primarily because the method was first employed on a 
commercial scale by the Rembrandt Intaglio Printing 
Company. 

The popular name—rotogravure—is of German origin 
and was used in 1912 by the “Rotogravure” Deutsche 
Tiefdruck Gesellschaft (Berlin). The term was coined 
from the name of the Rotophot Company (Berlin) and 
the Deutsche Photogravure A. G. (Siegburg) and was 
popularized by the Tiefdruck Syndikat (Berlin), but the 
process originally called “rotogravure” was the Mertens 
method of photoprinting halftone positives on cylinders 
sensitized with bichromated fish glue—not the Klic prin- 
ciple of exposing continuous tone positives on carbon 
tissue in conjunction with a gravure screen formation. 

Few people outside the craft realize the immense pro- 
duction of rotogravure. Things have indeed changed 
since December, 1890, when Klic made his first trial 
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rotogravure reproduction on oilcloth 
of the portrait of William Ewart Glad- 
stone. Great progress has taken place 
since 1894, when Klic began color- 
gravure reproduction for the Storey 
Brothers in their Lancaster (England) 
plant, the original experiments in this 
venture carried out by Klic’s measure- 
ment and mixing of inks in teacups to 
obtain correct shades of color for use 
on his laboratory model gravure press. 

Today the main fields of rotogravure 
are package and publication printing, 
but strange as it may seem, Klic did 
not approve of the use of his process 
by newspapers and magazines on the 
ground that such mediums were not 
conducive to best quality reproduc- 
tion. 

The contention of Klic probably was 
correct: the extremely high speed of 
modern gravure presses does not read- 
ily promote the acme of perfection, but 
the result has aroused widespread ap- 
peal, as witnessed by the amount of 
publication printing being done by 
rotogravure. 

This is graphically portrayed by 
Frank Preucil’s recent estimate of the 
production capacity of one gravure 
plant (Chicago Rotoprint Company), 
which concern’s weekly run in one- to 
four-color on both sides of a 6-foot 
web of paper extends about 7,000 
miles. This wouid practically cover a 
two lane highway from New York to 
San Francisco, and the annual output 
of the plant would wrap fourteen 
times around the earth’s equator! 


Technical Developments 


Turning now to technical develop- 
ments in rotogravure, the maximum 
density range of continuous tone posi- 
tives for the Klic process was placed 
at 1.5 by Alois Heigl, but the normal 
range of such images remains at 1.0. 
Although correction of images by re- 
touching is being considerably reduced 
by masking procedures and the em- 


ployment of color scanners for the 
exposure of separation negatives, re- 
touching has not been entirely elimi- 
nated because no photographic correc- 
tion method is 100 per cent efficient, 
especially for the elimination of un- 
dercolors and the faithful reproduction 
of dark-colored originals. 


Intaglio Halftone 


Continuous tone positives are dis- 
placed by the halftone variety in in- 
taglio halftone methods, and recent 
research devoted to this type of gra- 
vure reproduction was reviewed by 
Mertle in the 1952 issue (pp. 138-141) 
of Penrose Annual. The basic prin- 
ciple of intaglio halftone is hardly 
new: it was incorporated in the pre- 
viously mentioned Mertens process, 
introduced in 1904 by Eduard Mer- 
tens. Numerous halftone gravure proc- 
esses have appeared since that date, 
the most popular being those invented 
by Arthur Dultgen and Charles L. 
Henderson. The Dultgen process sees 
its widest use in publication printing, 
whereas the Henderson method is em- 
ployed to some extent for package 
printing. 


Use of Carbon Tissue 


Carbon tissue is utilized in the 
Dultgen process, and cylinders sensi- 
tized with cold enamel (bichromated 
shellac) are empolyed in the Hender- 
son procedure. This brings up the in- 
teresting point that all of the intaglio 
halftone methods recently patented in 
this country are based on the use of 
carbon tissue, a situation indicating 
preference for that type of photo- 
resist. The preference may lay in the 
physical nature of the tissue image, 
but it may also be influenced by the 
cost of the specially designed equip- 
ment required for direct sensitization 
of large and heavy gravure cylinders. 

The weight of the cylinders poses

the problem of their interdepartmental 
conveyance in gravure plants. Some 
idea of what is involved can be gained 
from the transportation system in- 
stalled for the purpose by the Phila- 
delphia Inquirer: it includes 4,435 
feet of overhead monorail track, to- 
gether with 215 track switches, 288 
track curves, 3 air-operated track lift 
sections and 10 specially designed 
cylinder carriers. 


Copper Coating the Cylinder 


Transportation of the cylinders ob- 
viously includes their conveyance to 
and from the plating department. Elec- 
trodeposition of heavy layers of copper 
on gravure cylinders and regrinding 
them after use was obviated by the 
process patented (U.S.P. 2,155,392) in 
1939 by Ernest S. Ballard, the patent 
granted eleven years after (April 16, 
1928) the inventor had made his orig- 
inal application therefor. In the Bal- 
lard procedure a thin strippable film 
of copper was deposited on a cylinder 
provided with a polished nickel sur- 
face, the thickness of the copper layer 
being just sufficient to permit etching 
of gravure images therein, and of 
stripping off the etched layer after 
completion of the pressrun. 

Research has continued on the Bal- 
lard process, and a German investiga- 
tor, Hermann Weissensee, reported a 
new method said to result in a glossy 
film of harder copper, the procedure 
incorporating an electrolytic polishing 
bath. Another development in gravure 
plating is the portable Spot Plater in- 
troduced by the Standard Process Cor- 
poration. Intended for local deposition 
of copper on cylinders and plates, the 
device can be used to fill small surface 
imperfections, and for the correction 
of type or register mark errors. Op- 
erating on 110-volt current, the Plater 
will cover a section up to 1 inch long 
and % inch wide with electroplated 
copper within 10 to 15 minutes. 
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Cylinder Sensitization 


Despite the popularity of carbon tis- 
sue, cylinder sensitization is not a dead 
issue, neither are devices for photo- 
printing and making step-and-repeat 
exposures (photocomposing) on gra- 
vure cylinders. The pioneering William 
C. Huebner has patented (U.S.P. 
2,497,991; February 21, 1950) a com- 
posite cylinder on which images can 
be photoprinted in predetermined posi- 
tion on the sensitized surface. Huebner 
also patented (U.S.P. 2,560,696; July 
17, 1951) a machine for photoprinting 
from film images, the films wrapped 
around the cylinder and brought into 
contact by vacuum pressure during the 
time the sensitized cylinder is rotated 
before a light source for exposure of 
the images. 

The idea of wrapping films or pat- 
terns around cylinders for photo- 
graphically producing designs thereon 
is employed with the machine patented 
(U.S.P. 2,589,933; March 18, 1952) 
by Laszlo Frank, the patterns being 
brought into contact with the cylin- 
drical surface by a transparent cover 
material wrapped around and clamped 
onto the cylinder during exposure. 

A cylinder photocomposer has lately 
been patented (U.S.P. 2,598,047; May 
27, 1952) by Eli Fuchs, whose machine 
is automatic in action and provides 
means for turning on the printing lamp 
only when the image and cylindrical 
surface are in correct position for in- 
dividual exposures. The principle of 
exposure control also is incorporated 
in the photoprinter patented (U.S.P. 
2,600,295; June 10, 1952) by Theodore 
Hommel of the Universal Match Cor- 
poration; with this apparatus the cyl- 
inder is locked in precise coaxial align- 
ment with the axis rotation of the 
printing lamp. 


Description of Carbon Tissue 


Returning to the subject of carbon 
tissue, this material probably is the 
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most variable and sensitive factor in 
gravure platemaking. It consists of a 
temporary support bearing a_ layer 
(film) of soluble pigmented gelatin, 
the gelatinous mixture sometimes also 
containing glucose, glycerin, soap and 
other ingredients to render the tissue 
more pliable and improve its working 
quality. 

Sensitization of gravure tissue is ef- 
fected by bathing sheets of the mate- 
rial in an aqueous solution of pure 
potassium bichromate, with sufficient 
ammonia added to impart a pH value 
of 6.0 to the bath. A definite number 
of sheets or square inches of tissue 
should be sensitized in a given volume 
of bath: use of the solution for an in- 
discriminate number of sheets is not 
economical because it may result in 
sensitivity variations. Pertaining to 
this matter, Heigl pointed out that the 
carbide lime used for plastering the 
walls of reconstructed German gravure 
plants influences carbon tissue by 
causing it to become slightly light 
sensitive, with the contingent possi- 
bility of fogged material. 

The keeping quality of sensitized 
gravure tissue is rather low and the 
material ordinarily is used a day or 
two after sensitization; however, the 
experience of Henricus J. A. de Goeij 
indicates that sensitized tissue stored 
in refrigerators can be kept for weeks 
without appreciable changes in sensi- 
tivity. The blisters formed in tissue 
resists during hot water development 
of the images are deemed by M. R. 
Boyer to be due to air dissolved in the 
water used for development, the defect 
being more likely to occur with poor 
adhesion of the tissue on the cylinder. 


Substitutes for Carbon Tissue 


The theoretical possibility of sub- 
stituting gravure tissue with images 
made on gelatino-bromid stripping pa- 
per has been considered in Germany. 
The exposed paper would be trans- 


ferred to the cylinder in the manner 
of tissue, and the backing paper 
stripped off before development of the 
print with a metol-hydrochinon solu- 
tion. This would be followed by bleach- 
ing of the developed image and wash- 
ing away of the soluble parts with 
warm water. 

Gravure etching with tissue resists 
is performed in uninterrupted and pro- 
gressive stages with baths of gradually 
decreasing strength. Aqueous solutions 
of ferric chlorid are the common mor- 
dant, these made in a series of five or 
six different baths, ranging from 45 to 
33 degrees Baume. The strongest baths 
are used first to condition the resist 
and etch the shadows, the weaker 
baths being applied last to render the 
lightest tones. Etching time depends 
on prevailing conditions and may range 
from 15 to 25 minutes; the average 
depth is about .001 inch in the high- 
lights, .003 inch in the middletones, 
and .005 inch in the shadows. 


Machines for Etching 


Considerable study has lately been 
given to machines for etching intaglio 
cylinders, and a number of devices 
have been patented for the purpose. 
The invention (U.S.P. 2,523,199; Sep- 
tember 19, 1950) of Robert A. Diehm 
pertains to the removal of used and 
excess mordant from the surface of cyl- 
inders by means of an “air knife” or 
“doctor bar,” wherewith the mordant 
is blown off by a narrow jet of com- 
pressed air. This medium (air) also 
is used in the machine patented 
(U.S.P. 2,523,019; September 19, 
1950) by Charles L. Henderson, the 
air jet limiting the area of the cylin- 
der subjected to the action of the 
etching solution. A feature of the Hen- 
derson apparatus is that it accommo- 
dates cylinders varying widely in diam- 
eter and length, thus making it pos- 
sible to etch cylinders ranging from

3 to more than 14 inches in diameter. 

Still another use for compressed air 
is for agitation of the electrolyte in 
the machine patented (U.S.P. 2,536,- 
912; January 2, 1951) by Lawrence B. 
Corbett, the device designed for elec- 
trical etching of both relief and in- 
taglio cylinders. Since carbon tissue 
resists do not readily withstand the 
action of electrical etching, the gra- 
vure cylinders for etching in the Cor- 
bett machine apparently must be pre- 
pared by the intaglio halftone proce- 
dure of Mertens, necessitating sensiti- 
zation of cylinders with bichromated 
glue, development of the halftone print 
with water to remove soluble (unex- 
posed) portions of glue, and burning- 
in of the developed image to convert 
it into an acid resist. 


Measuring Depth of Etch 


Measuring the depth of etched cyl- 
inders is accurately done with the AO 
Gravure Microscope of the American 
Optical Company. Equipped with spe- 
cial measuring devices, the instrument 
provides readings within an accuracy 
of one micron (1/25,000 inch), and 
depth measurements are made at a 
magnification of 600 diameters. An- 
other depth microscope is that recently 
introduced in England by the Little- 
john-Beck combine. The device is cali- 
brated in divisions of .001 inch, and 
can be employed on gravure cylinders 
by use of a special supporting base. 


Testing Ink and Paper 


Proving of large gravure cylinders 
is an inconvenient and expensive prop- 
osition, but preliminary testing of gra- 
vure inks and paper can be carried 
out on the small laboratory type 
presses lately introduced for the pur- 
pose by the Inta-Roto Machine Com- 
pany and the British firm of B. Win- 
stone & Sons Ltd. The presses of the 
Inta-Roto concern are furnished in 
widths from four inches up, and are 
intended for proving with gravure and 


anilin inks, also for testing laminants 
and heat-sealing materials. The Win- 
stone press is hand-operated and ac- 
commodates a roll of paper with a 
diameter up to 8% inches and a web 
not exceeding 35 inches, the printing 
cylinder on the device providing for 
an etched area of 3%4x10% inches. 
Designed for testing and color match- 
ing of gravure inks on paper or any 
thin and flexible material, the press 
requires no more than 10 ounces of 
ink for testing purposes. 

Concerning gravure paper, J. Bekk 
calls attention to the possibility of 
sandy or gritty particles being incor- 
porated in the paper stock during 
maceration of the wood pulp. The 
presence of such abrasive particles 
may cause streaks in the paper and 
exercise undue attrition on the print- 
ing cylinders. 

Some idea of the huge size and pro- 
duction of gravure presses can be 
gained from the fact that the Wifag 
press weighs 140 tons and is said to 
print 36,000 papers an hour. The 
Talio-Crome press built for Brown & 
Bigelow by George F. Motter’s Sons 
also is no midget! Weighing 100 tons, 
the press is 104 feet long, 15 feet high 
and 14 feet wide, and can print from 
one to eight colors at the rate of 
10,000 sheets or booklets per hour. 

Since rotogravure is a process of 
reproduction as well as printing, em- 
ployment of the method on a commer- 
cial scale requires large and expensive 
plants. In spite of this, the growth of 
rotogravure has been little short of 
phenomenal. According to the latest 
union tabulation, about 2,200 gravure 
platemakers are now employed in the 
United States and Canada, a figure 
which obviously does not include non- 
union workmen, nor does it include 
gravure pressmen, executives, office 
personnel, advertising agencies and 
those directly or indirectly associated 
with the gravure industry.

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This brings up the question of 
whether the rapidly expanding craft 
is safeguarding its future progress by 
adequate apprentice training, research 
and issuance of information about the 
method to newcomers and those al- 
ready engaged in the process? It may 
be surprising to know that outside the 
immediate confines of the industry, 
there is today no regular source of 
data or literature available in this 
country for those interested in gravure. 


The actual situation is this: A series 
of instruction booklets, written by 
Raoul Pellessier, were published in 
1933 by the Gravure Foundation of 
America, but they were issued only to 
members and are long out of print. In 
1930 a textbook, Photogravure, com-

In view of the fact that no com- 
prehensive textbook on rotogravure 
ever has been compiled by an Ameri- 
can writer, it is high time that the 
situation be remedied and that the 
craft be furnished with a documen- 
tated and truly American dissertation 
on all phases of the process. 

There is an old saying to the effect 
“that you never get more out of a thing 
than you put into it.” Bearing this in 
mind, it behooves the gravure industry 
to promote progress by regularly ac-

Collodion Dry Effect 


Q H. D., Buenos Aires, inquires as 
to the cause of this defect in wet 
collodion negatives. 
Known also as “swelling” and 
« “relief,” dry effect refers to the 
shiny (slaty) relief appearance of col- 
lodion images, especially those stripped 
by the rubber-collodion process. Con- 
tributing to the defect are thick nega- 
tive collodions and strong or over-acid- 
ified silver baths, but the most com- 
mon cause is underexposure, coupled 
with forced development and excessive 
intensification of the collodion image. 


Contact Screen Exposures 
Q E. D., Eagle Point, asks what 


lens stops and procedure should 
be used for halftone exposures with 
Kodak magenta contact screens? 


A A single stop ordinarily is used 
» for exposures with such screens, 
the size of the aperture governed by 
the ruling of the screen and the scale 
of reproduction. Assuming an /:22 
aperture to be in use, the highlight ex- 
posure usually is of short duration, 
whereas the detail exposure may run 
to several minutes, depending on the 
character of the original, the result 
desired in the halftone negative and 
the prevailing working conditions. The 
detail exposure is made with a Wrat- 
ten No. 4 (yellow) filter on the cam-

MR. H. H. STETTER of Milwaukee's 
Gordon Press, knows the value of 
top-quality top sheets. That’s why 
he uses smooth, glass bead sur- 
faced “‘Spherekote’’ Tympans.

A An old dodge is to apply a thick 
» coating of vaseline to the surface 
of the etchings, but a less messier pro- 
cedure is to cover the plates with a 
solution of plastic which dries to an 
impervious film and can be removed 
by simply pulling it off the etched 
surface. Another material suggested 
for the purpose is rubber latex, which 
also sees some use as a masking and 
staging medium in photomechanics. 


Sears Process 


Q C. O., Chattanooga, desires data 
# on this method of reproducing 
pencil drawings. 


A It was patented (B.P. 10,855) in 
« 1904 by Frederick Sears as a 
means of making highlighted photo- 
litho halftones from pencil and crayon 
sketches. A continuous tone negative 
with a density range of 1.5 was made 
from the drawing, and a halftone posi- 
tive produced from the negative by 
transmitted light without a flash ex- 
posure. Residual dot formations in the 
highlights of the positive were removed 
by “cutting” with iodo-cyanid or Farm- 
er’s reducer, after which a final nega- 
tive was made from the positive by 
contact printing on a process film or 
plate.

Rebound of Mold Disk Damages 
Slug Characters 
Am mailing you under separate 
e cover, two 8-pt. slugs. They were 
cast 26 picas on full 30-slug, cast bf— 
flush left with quadding attachment 
on C-3sm Intertype. 

You will note the slug has a bradded 
effect about 6 points to right of orig- 
inal casting position of spaceband. 
The machine only does it at times and 
will not show this if no bands are used. 
I have a theory of my own for the 
cause, but would like you to think it 
over and if you don’t agree with me, 
let me know what you think can be 
done to remedy it. 

The mouthpiece is slightly cold and 
the mold has a tendency to struggle 
to break away from the line of mats.

resistance at the breakaway probably 
is between mouthpiece and slug base 
rather than between slug face and 
mats. The latter, however, probably 
would have more tendency to produce 
a forward rebound of the disk, which 
sometimes does damage the slug face. 
The damaged figure is unusual. 

There are evidences on the left-hand 
(starting) end of the slug that in- 
dicate that the down stroke of the 
first elevator may be too deep. Set it 
for a .010 inch rise during justification. 
If the elevator rises too high for justi- 
fication it takes too long for it to drop 
back to the vise cap after the cast and 
the disk starts to turn before elevator 
rises to get the back jaw out of the 
way. I have respectéd friends who de- 
clare the elevator does not drop to the 
vise cap after the cast. Be that as it 
may; the end of a slug can be damaged 
when the down stroke is too deep. 
Please note, however, that the damage 
invariably appears on the right-hand 
end of the slug. In case of the slugs 
submitted there are no mats on the 
right-hand end. 

To prove or disprove our theory, I 
suggest that you hold your foot against 
the disk at the time of breakaway. If 
it is a case of rebound, the foot pres- 
sure will prevent it. Increasing the 
mouthpiece temperature should _re- 
duce the rebound. You did not say. 
what temperature the metal is run- 
ning. Set it at 550 Fahrenheit, maxi- 
mum. Five-forty should be sufficient, 
though.

We have one book but it is 
too recent a book for these machines.

A It is indeed hard to give instruc- 

e tions to one with so little knowl- 
edge of linecasting machines. 

You probably have the book “Lino- 
type Machine Principles.” I suggest 
that you study the material in chapter 
3 and the illustration on page 49 for 
a better understanding of what goes 
on in your keyboard. If your book is 
“Linotype Maintenance Manual,” refer 
to pages 9, 14, and 72. 

The keyboard proper should be re- 
moved and cleaned at intervals of one 
to two years. The keyboard cams re- 
quire cleaning and oiling lightly with 
clock oil about four times a year. The 
rubber rolls that turn the keyboard 
cams should be sandpapered and 
washed with soap and water about 
once in six weeks. 

Directions are enclosed, but unless 
you are of a mechanical nature | 
wouldn’t try removing many parts. 
You can take out the keyboard cams 
one at a time and clean and oil them 
but that won’t give you a thorough 
job. And you can take a long bristle 
brush add high test gasoline and scrub 
the keyboard keybars and their guides 
from the back of the machine. Stay 
below the rubber rolls with the sol- 
vent. Do not get it on the keyboard 
cams. Turn off the gas. You can scrub 
the keyboard and key levers below the 
keybuttons, too, but gasoline isn’t 
good for the key buttons.

Copy-fitting Devices 


Q. What do you think of copy-fitting 
devices; are they perfected to the 

point of being always dependable? 
M. J. B., Washington 


A I may be termed a heretic, but I 
e find that they are not entirely 
fcolproof, although useful mainly in 
marking up straight matter of any 
size or length of type and leading. It’s 
rather difficult to apply this method 
to small jobs and advertisements. 
There the rule-of-thumb takes sway. 


Two Typographic Questions 


Q In our plant, while we do not 
« specialize in advertising typog- 
graphy, we are frequently called upon 
to do work for ad agencies. Reverse 
copy and setting type for reduction 
sometimes presents a problem. Why is 
type set for reduction? R. D. L., Ohio 


A. It’s a matter of both cost and 

dispatch. You eliminate a process 
when you set copy to fit artwork— | 
(commercial artists work for reduction 
usually, rather than 1 to 1). One-half 
up for % reduction; twice up for % 
reduction; or 44 up for % reduction. 
You must be guided hvales, if the 
over-all job is a paste-up, for either 
litho or photuengraving reproduction.

matting, unless care is taken not to 
over-etch type panels, thus “mush- 
rooming” characters. For a one-time 
retail shot it’s quite satisfactory. 
Moreover, you don’t have the choice 
of gradation in your larger type that 
you have in 6 to 14 pt. with only a 
2-point jump. 

In regard to reverse copy, it’s best to 
employ sans serif types, especially for 
newspaper or uncoated stock mediums. 
However, fine reverse work can be 
done by etching on copper plate; even 
script type on coated stock will come 
up clear. It depends on your medium. 
Type, however, will lose some of its 
weight in reverse. There is nothing as 
“contrasty” as black on white. Putting 
a line in red in a job doesn’t make it 
stronger if your second color is black, 
unless you add weight and height to 
your characters. 


Type for Posters 


How should “outdoor” printing 
e and posters best be handled 
typographically? C. F., Arizona 
A Election, sports events and picnic 
* announcement cards, as well as 
outdoor boards, are best set in Gothic 
letters; the larger the better for main 
lines. Also, if at all possible, carry 
space between characters, so they 
don’t run into a solid block when seen 
from a distance or a moving vehicle. 
This applies also to movie titles which 
are “blown up” many times on a screen 
and require more word and letterspac- 
ing. However, in window and counter 
cards (opera, theatrical and lecture 
promotion), which are viewed close 
up, you can inject “class” with most 
standard Romans.

Paint Leakage 


Q After we cut our film stencil, 
- apply it to the silk, remove the 
backing sheet, and then seal the open 
space which lies between the outside 
edges of the film and the inside edges 
of the wooden frame with block-out 
lacquer, we consistently get paint leak- 
age at the inside edges of the frame 
while printing. P. B., Indiana 
A One general procedure is to line 

e the inside of the frame with 
gummed, glue-coated or pressure-sen- 
sitive cloth or paper tape so that half 
of the tape rests upon the silk. This 
lining, in turn, may be coated with 
shellac, lacquer or glue to prevent the 
solvents of the particular printing 
color from seeping undemmeath the 
tape. For double assurancé, the out- 
side or face side of the screen may be 
treated likewise.

A It is possible to produce perfect 
« blueprints with silk screen either 
upon paper or cardboard, and in some 
instances do it even better than by the 
usual method of producing blueprints. 
To begin with, you can have the com- 
mercial screen processor in your local- 
ity, or any one of several concerns spe- 
cializing in making photo screens for 
the trade, furnish you with the photo 
stencil screen. From your black-and- 
white copy you then produce a nega- 
tive (not a positive). By using a nega- 
tive film for producing the stencil 
screen, the areas upon the screen 
around the lines and numbers will be 
open, so that when printed such lines 
and numbers will be in white or the 
cardboard base color while the field 
will be in blue. In screen process this 
is termed reverse printing. In the ac- 
tual printing the type of color used is 
important providing that the print is 
to be in exactness to a conventional 
blueprint. It must be of a type that 
when dry after printing there is no 
noticeable relief as when printed with 
regular oil colors. This can be accom- 
plished only with transparent ethyl cel- 
lulose or crystal base colors which can 
be perfectly matched with a blueprint 
blue. Printing in this instance also 
should be done by off-contact and 
with a suitable stay-flat if for printing 
paper. 

In using screen process as outlined 
above, you will find it far less expen- 
sive for producing blueprints where a 
quantity of identical prints are to be 
produced than by the customary blue- 
print making procedure, particularly 
so where the conventional blueprint is 
to be calendered to cardboard.

Thrilling 
LTF 
RESEARCH 
MEETING 


by Henry A. Beechem 


HE Lithographic Technical Foundation was the spon- 

sor the week of December 8th of one of the most dra- 
matic meetings ever witnessed by member lithographers. 
More than 500 lithographers from all parts of the United 
States were in attendance, and more than thirty-five mem- 
bers from foreign countries were represented. This in- 
cluded Canada, England, Puerto Rico, Denmark and 
Sweden. 

Although the meeting took place at the Conrad Hilton 
Hotel in Chicago, the actual demonstrations were made at 
the Glessner House more than two miles away and the 
visual demonstration was brought to the assembled mem- 
bers at the hotel by television. Fourteen TV receiving sets 
were strategically placed in the North Ballroom and the 
North Assembly room of the hotel and were within close 
view of every member seated in the room. 

Three television cameras were located at the Glessner 
House and the transmission of the picture and sound was

made by microwave and _ telephone 
wire. 

The use of the medium of television 
was not only highly dramatic but ac- 
complished a purpose which could not 
conceivably be accomplished by any 
other means. What virtually took place 
is that nearly six hundred observers 
first accompanied Jack W. White on 
a trip through the LTF Laboratory 
over TV and then witnessed demon- 
strations over the shoulder of each 
single operator. 

The first two days of the meeting 
were open to all members of the Foun- 
dation. William M. Winship, president 
of the LTF, welcomed all those in at- 
tendance. The program consisted of

visual demonstrations over television 
and of lectures given by the members 
of the research staff of the Foundation. 
Stanley J. Kukla, chairman of the 
LTF Research Committee, welcomed 
the members of the committee who 
met on the third day. The fourth day 
consisted of visits of all members to 
the Open House at Glessner House. 

Michael H. Bruno, the Foundation’s 
manager of research, presided at all 
the meetings. 

The topics presented by the LTF 
research staff consisted not only of 
work which was completed during the 
year, but also of the work that is now 
in progress, comprising such topics as 
deep-etch plates on ungrained zinc,

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the measurement of tone reproduction, 
the new non-blinding lacquers, new 
surface treatments of lithographic 
plates, LTF’s new copper-aluminum 
bi-metallic plate, and titanium as a 
metal for lithography. Other topics 
included the piling of paper coatings, 
a new light for contact printing, cop- 
per plating on steel and aluminum by 
chemical means, and new fountain 
solutions containing no bichromates. 


Ungrained Zinc for Deep-etch 

That ungrained zinc may be used 
for making deep-etch plates is one of 
LTF’s newest and most spectacular 
discoveries. Heretofore, it was assumed 
that the plate required a definite grain 
structure, having depth and a tooth 
for holding the image area and for the 
reception and maintainance of water. 
Edward J. Martin demonstrated the 
making of a deep-etch plate on an 
ungrained plate, and carried the proc- 
ess through which included transfer- 
ring the image to paper on the press. 
Since the research conducted on the 
ungrained plate project is very new, 
the Foundation expected that revisions 
would be made as further research is 
continued. 


Tone Measurement 

The measurement of tone reproduc- 
tion by means of a very delicate and 
complicated instrument developed by 
George W. Jorgensen was demon- 
strated by the inventor. Mr. Jorgensen 
said that the new instrument will be 
very useful in collecting data experi- 
mentally but is too expensive and too 
complicated for general plant use. 


Paper Printability 

Professor Robert F. Reed reported 
on the Paper Printability Committee. 
The committee assigned to the study 
of paper problems has been interested 
mostly in pick resistance, printing 
smoothness, surface ink absorbancy, 
moisture resistance, and_ ink-drying 
rate. A laboratory is now being set up 
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at the Glessner House for research on 
paper-ink troubles, which includes an 
air-conditioned room which is already 
built at the institution. Professor Reed 
emphasized that at the present time 
there are many conflicting opinions on 
the subject of paper and ink, and that 
their main objective is to try to dis- 
place the opinions by facts. 


New Lacquers 


Messrs. Bruno and Martin reported 
on the new plate lacquers which were 
discovered by the Foundation staff and 
announced last year. 

These new lacquers appear to be the 
answer to the lithographer’s dream. 
Deliberate abuse on the press, in an 
attempt to blind the plates failed 
utterly. 

Mr. Bruno explained that for the 
last several years the trend in the shop 
has been toward the deep-etch plate. 
Now with the non-blinding lacquer 
the trend is being reversed and more 
and more albumin plates are being 
used. Although the non-blinding lac- 
quer for the deep-etch plate has been 
worked out to perfection, there are 
still a few problems to be solved be- 
fore the non-blinding lacquer for sur- 
face plates is made foolproof. Mr. 
Bruno said that the Foundation ex- 
pects to have completed all of the 
research on the albumin plate lacquer 
within the next six months. 


Eliminates Chromium 


For many years it has been the hope 
of the industry to obviate chromium 
compounds from as many as possible, 
or all of the procedures in the shop. 
Chromium compounds have been pres- 
ent in nearly all of the etches, the 
fountain water, and the sensitive coat- 
ings. Since many people, especially 
those with fair skins, are allergic to 
these compounds, the industry is 
plagued with dermatitis. Joanne Lind- 
gren reported her efforts in develop- 
ing new surface treatments and a new 
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sensitive coating, neither of which rely 
on chromium compounds for their per- 
formance. 


Miss Lindgren reported on a new 
phosphate _ post-treatment __ solution 
which contains no chromium and com- 
prises aluminum sulphate, potassium 
nitrate, and ammonium dihydrogen 
phosphate. A post-preparation similar 
to this was developed originally by 
the Swedish Graphic Arts Institute in 
Stockholm. Miss Lindgren has revised 
the formula to adapt it for use to 
lithography in this country. She ex- 
plained that this post-treatment has 
some excellent advantages and pro- 
duces a very desirable non-image sur- 
face, but that it was necessary to use 
a cellulose gum etch without dichro- 
mate. She further explained that an 
etch containing gum arabic and di- 
chromate, used in conjunction with 
her new etch, produced scumming 
which could not be eliminated. 


New Plate Coating 


The second topic of Miss Lindgren’s 
report was on the revolutionary new 
sensitive plate coating which contains 
no dichromates. This coating depends 
entirely on the new sensitizing com- 
pound called diazo diphenylamine. 
One of the more important advantages 
of using the diazo compound as a sen- 
sitizer is that the coating on the fin- 
ished plate is not as sensitive to atmos- 
pheric humidity. The coated plates 
may be stored for a prolonged period 
of time without deterioration. Plates 
at Glessner House were kept in stor- 
age for as long as four weeks without 
apparent deterioration. Miss Lindgren 
thought that this period could be ex- 
tended even more without any harm to 
the plate. It appears that the plate 
lends itself to use as a manufactured 
presensitized plate. 


New Bi-metallic Plate 


Although many bi-metallic plates 
have been developed by the industry, 
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one combination of these multi-metal 
plates has been neglected. This is the 
bi-metallic plate containing copper de- 
posited on aluminum. Michael: Bruno 
and James Martin reported on the de- 
velopment by the Foundation of such 
a plate. After successful press runs 
with these plates at the LTF labora- 
tories, plates were made and given to 
several different industries. One of 
these plates ran for 800,000 impres- 
sions and the job was discontinued. 
Another plate ran for 1,600,000 impres- 
sions. Still another plate ran for 2,750,- 
000 impressions, was taken in and out 
of the press seven times, and then 
failed at the clamps. Mr. Bruno re- 
ported, however, that the image was 
still in perfect condition. 

The subject of titanium, the new 
wonder metal for lithographic plate 
use, was passed up for lack of time, 
and was briefly reported on by Michael 
Bruno. Although the metal appears to 
have many excellent advantages over 
the presently used metals, zinc and alu- 
minum, for example, it has one de- 
cided shortcoming. The cost of this 
metal at present makes it impractical 
for lithographic plate use inasmuch as 
the current price of the metal is 
around 15 to 20 dollars per pound. 


New Paper Pick Tester 


Gordon Wheeler demonstrated LTF’s 
new paper pick tester. Until the de- 
velopment of this pick testing instru- 
ment, the lithographer had to depend 
on the press as the testing instrument 
for picking. Obviously, this was a 
costly means for determining the pick 
of paper. The new instrument is quite 
simple in design, is inexpensive to 
manufacture, and is easy to use. The 
instrument is now being manufactured 
and is available to the industry. 

During the last several years the 
problem of the piling of paper coat- 
ings has been progressively increas- 
ing. As the demand for improved

Bi-Metal Plate

EMEMBER the old saying: “There’s nothing new 
under the sun?” When you're thinking about bi- 
metal plates, it certainly applies. 

At the start of LTF’s research on bi-metal plates a cou- 
ple of years ago, we made a survey of the technical litera- 
ture. Among other things, we found a patent for an amal- 
gamated bi-metal plate that was dated 1853! The idea of 
electroplating zinc with nickel and copper appeared in a 
patent that was issued in 1896! 

The first plate that resembles our present bi-metal plates 
was talked about in 1900 and finally patented in 1909. 
Today, there are patents on about forty different kinds 
of bi-metal plates. 

As you might guess, most of these have serious draw- 
backs for plate use. In fact, only three or four have prac- 
tical merit and these are being used today. They employ 
different combinations of zinc, steel, stainless steel, chro- 
mium, and copper. 

One combination of metals, aluminum and copper, looked 
very good to us. Aluminum accepts water much more 
readily than it does grease. Copper “wets” easier with 
grease. So, the use of copper for the image and aluminum 
for the background seemed to be a good combination. 

Again, however, this combination was not new. In 1904, 
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R. J. Sackers was granted a patent 
(U.S. 768,599) for an aluminum plate 
coated with copper. Copper-plated alu- 
minum is also the basis for the Alku- 
print Process. (Brit. 475,588) 

Aside from the fact that the combi- 
nation looked good, the main reason 
that LTF started working with copper 
and aluminum was that no one else 
appeared to be interested in the com- 
bination of these two metals. If we 
were to guess why this was so, we 
think it was because electroplating 
that involved aluminum was consid- 
ered to be a tough proposition. 

At that time, and still today, there 
is no practical method known for elec- 
troplating aluminum on copper. And, 
when LTF started its work, the electro- 
plating of copper on aluminum was a 
little complicated. According to the 
technical literature, it couldn’t be 
done unless the aluminum was first 
anodized or zincated. The zincate treat- 
ment puts a film of zinc on the alu- 
minum. It is then easy to electroplate 
copper onto the zinc. But this was no 
good for our purpose. We wanted a 
water-receptive aluminum surface and 
not a zinc surface. Anodizing was not 
too desirable either. It took too much 
time and required special electrolytic 
equipment. 

Our first problem then was to see 
if we could find a way of plating cop- 
per directly on aluminum. After a 
great deal of work, LTF finally devel- 
oped a method that satisfies lithogra-

If you operate two presses, such as the 
Miehe, and would like them to stop auto- 
matically when the job is finished, try this. 
When loading the feed table, tear out a 
small piece from the gripper edge of the 
bottom sheet. The hole should be just large 
enough so that the cylinder trip holes on 





the gripper bar miss the sheet. Place this 
sheet at the end of the run or between 
colors or on duplicate forms; then load the 
stock above it. The press then runs until 
it comes to this sheet, and when the holes 
on the gripper bar are not covered, the press 
automatically trips off.

A TIP ON PAPER PROTECTION 
from Kimberly-Clark 


Oftentimes on multicolor printing jobs, 
you may have encountered delays that could 
not be avoided. If it’s a delay of days or 
even weeks, the job has to be set aside or 
stored in another room. And these partly 
printed stacks of paper lying in the shop 
for any length of time between runs can be 
a problem. But the problem is solved if 
you cover them with plastic covers which 
reach to the floor on all four sides of a 
paper pile. As a West Coast printer found, 
the plastic is far more effective than paper 
or tarpaulins, and completely eliminates 
expansion and contraction due to moisture. 
It will also keep out dirt and protect the 
stack from other damage. Any good plastic 
material similar to those used in the man- 
ufacture of lightweight raincoats will do 
the job. 


Type face directory and inventory 


To keep up with the location of all type 


faces, emblems, etc., used in the composing 
room, we identify all type stands and mate- 
rial cabinets by a letter, and each drawer in 
each cabinet by a number. This system is 





also tied in with the Specimen Book used 
by Parthenon Press. Time lost in “hunting 
sorts” is almost completely avoided by mak- 
ing one employee in the type caster room 
responsible for keeping all the cases filled. 
A good method of keeping track of foundry 
type in jobs is to make a proof of every 
form containing foundry type and hang 
this on a special hook with location of the 
form indicated on the proof.

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phic requirements. And the best part 
is that it is very simple. 

To copper plate an aluminum sheet, 
two requirements must be met. These 
are (1) the plate must be thoroughly 
clean and (2) the surface must be 
finely scratched or lightly grained. 


Cleaning the Plate 


Cleaning is necessary to remove mill 
wax and grease from the metal. For 
production plating, this can be accom- 
plished by using specia! dip baths or 
vapor degreasers. It can also be done 
by thoroughly scrubbing the surface 
with a cleaner made from 40% of 
butyl alcohol, 30% of isopropyl alco- 
hol, 10% of phosphoric acid, about 14 
of one per cent of a wetting agent and 
the remainder water. (U.S. Army 
Spec. No. 98-20007). Phosphoric acid 
type cleaners are available under a 
variety of trade names. Don’t use any 
cleaner that contains bichromate. Bi- 
chromate changes the surface of the 
aluminum so that copper will not de- 
posit on it. 

If you are using the manual method 
of cleaning, you can tell when the sur- 
face is clean by checking the appear- 
ance of a film of water on the metal. 
If the water spreads out over the plate 
in a continuous, “all-over” film, the 
metal is clean. If this film of water 
“breaks” or is repelled at any spot, 
grease is still on this area of the plate. 
Keep scrubbing these areas until a film 
of water shows no breaks. 


Scratching the Plate 


When the plate is clean, the smooth 
surface is lightly, but thoroughly, 
scratched. The scratches are very shal- 
low. They change the appearance of 
the plate from “bright” to “satin.” 

The scratching is done with No. 150 
aluminum oxide abrasive and a brush 
having tampico bristles. Select a brush 
with bristles that are close together. 
Wet the plate and sprinkle some of 
the abrasive on it. Then scrub the

plate vigorously. Continue to scrub 
until the surface of the plate has the 
“satin” appearance all over. Re-scrub 
any areas that look bright and shiny. 
Usually, it takes about five minutes to 
thoroughly scratch a 17x22 plate. 

This scratching is the secret of being 
able to plate copper directly on bare 
aluminum. At the laboratory we believe 
that it does three things. It (1) in- 
creases the surface activity of the plate 
so that it will react chemically more 
easily, (2) provides a physical “key- 
ing” so that the plated copper holds 
better on the surface of the aluminum, 
and (3) produces many tiny “points” 
on the surface of the aluminum. When 
the sheet is being electroplated, the 
current density is increased at these 
“points.” Copper plates on them first. 
The plated points then act like “seeds” 
which encourage the copper to deposit 
on the other areas of the plate. 

This cleaning-scratching procedure 
produces a plate that is practically 
smooth. It can be used if you make 
the plate using a negative transpar- 
ency. 


Copper Plating Bath 


LTF’s tests showed that the Uni- 
chrome copper pyrophosphate bath 
(U.S. Patent No. 2,250,556) does the 
best job.

the bottom of the tank under the alu- 
minum sheets that are being electro- 
plated. The manifold is easy to build. 
It is nothing more than a pipe about 
%4” in diameter with yYyth holes drilled 
along its length about an inch apart. 
One end of the manifold is sealed. The 
other has a fitting so that a %4” hose 
can be connected to a source of com- 
pressed air. The amount of air needed 
is very small. Use just enough to agi- 
tate the bath. 

We get a good job of plating at the 
laboratory in 15 to 20 minutes using 
air agitation and a current density of 
15 to 20 amperes per square foot of 
plate (one side). Under these condi- 
tions, the thickness of the copper that 
plates on the aluminum is about 
0.00008 to 0.0001 inch. 

When the aluminum sheet is plated, 
take it out of the bath, flush it thor- 
oughly with clean tap water, squeegee 
off the excess water, and let the plate 
air dry. 


Testing the Copper Plate 


The copper plated on the aluminum 
sheet must stick tight. Sometimes it 
looks like the copper is tight when it 
really isn’t. A very simple test will tell 
you if the copper plate is satisfactory. 

Take a five-inch length of % inch 
wide Scotch tape. Rub down about 
three inches of it onto the copper. 
Then, holding the loose two inches in 
the fingers, quickly rip the rubbed 
down section from the plate. If the 
plated copper under the tape is not 
pulled off the aluminum, your electro- 
plating is satisfactory for lithographic 
requirements. 


Making the Plate 


There is nothing tricky in making 
an LTF bi-metal plate. Except for one 
or two steps, the processing is very 
similar to ordinary deep-etch plate- 
making. In this article, we'll tell how 
to make the plate from a negative.

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a negative are as follows: (An LTF 
Sensitivity Guide should be used.) 

1. Clean the surface of the copper 
with a sulfuric acid counter-etch. Make 
this by adding 2% ounces of concen- 
trated sulfuric acid to a gallon of 
water. When you mix these, stir the 
water and pour the acid in slowly. 

Apply the counter-etch to the plate 
while the plate is turning in the 
whirler. Stop the whirler and inspect 
the film of the counter-etch on the 
plate. If the film of solution is con- 
tinuous and “all-over,” the plate is 
clean. 

If the film “breaks” or does not 
cover all areas of the plate, these areas 
are not clean. Rub them with cotton 
and the counter-etch. Use a little FFF 
pumice if they are stubborn. 

2. When the plate wets evenly, it is 
ready for coating. Coat the plate with 
a standard deep-etch coating. 

3. Expose the plate to the negative. 
The exposure time should be about 
1% times as long as your usual ex- 
posure for a deep-etch plate. 

4. Develop the plate with a stand- 
ard deep-etch developer. Watch the 
image of the Sensitivity Guide. Step 
10 should be the highest number show- 
ing after the developer has been on 
the plate for about a minute and a 
half. After about three more minutes, 
Step 8 should be the highest number. 
If the plate has been correctly exposed, 
Step 8 will remain solid even though 
development is continued. This is what 
you want. If Step 8 weakens or disap- 
pears from the Guide image during 
development, the plate was under- 
exposed. 

5. At this point, you have light- 
hardened deep-etch stencil covering 
the image areas and bare copper on 
the non-image areas. If Step 8 looks 
weak or was removed during develop- 
ment, it will help to re-expose the 
plate for about three minutes in front 
of the arc. This will reharden the sten-

Factors in Making Good Plates 


There are a number of factors which 
the platemaker must keep within close 
control to make good plates consis- 
tently. Every platemaker knows that 
to provide a plate with a sensitive 
coating of a given thickness is ex- 
tremely important. If the film of coat- 
ing is too thin, the coverage of the 
peaks of the grain will be incomplete. 
These portions of the plate will come 
in contact with the ink, and the plate 
will be covered with pinpoint spots 
which make it difficult to clean up 
the plate and to prevent scumming 
on the press. 

The factors which are important in 
producing a film of coating of the 
proper thickness are the speed of the 
whirler, the Baume of the coating solu- 
tion, and the specific gravity of the 
solution. These are factors which are 
under the control of the platemaker. 
There are other factors which gener- 
ally cannot be controlled by the plate- 
maker, and these are temperature, and 
humidity of the air in the platemaking 
room at the time the plate is being 
made. 

During the past few years another 
factor of importance, which has a bear- 
ing on platemaking, has been uncov- 
ered. This is the viscosity of the sensi- 
tive coating solution. It has been 
shown that the viscosity of the plate

in the deep-etch process of platemak- 
ing. 

Viscosity can be defined as the fric- 
tion caused by the contact of molecules 
of liquid against each other. A con- 
tainer of any liquid material, the coat- 
ing solution, for example, in the eyes 
of a chemist is seen as a batch of tin 
molecules in close contact with eac 
other. Such a liquid is somewhat com- 
parable to a container of marbles. If 
one attempted to pour marbles from 
one container to another, there would 
be a certain amount of friction exerted 
in the passing of one marble over an- 
other. If these marbles were made of 
ice there would be very little friction 
caused by the rubbing of one marble 
over ete: Him as they were poured from 
one container to another. If, however, 
the marbles were made of rubber 
there would be a great deal of friction 
caused by the marbles passing over 
each other. The marbles made of ice 
would flow quite smoothly when 
poured, but the marbles made of rub- 
ber would pour only with difficulty. 


Every liquid is composed of indi- 
vidual molecules, and every molecule 
exerts a certain amount of friction 
over the other molecules as it passes 
over them in the process of pourin 
the liquid. This friction is omnell 
viscosity. When the molecules of a 
liquid have smooth and slippery sur- 
faces the liquid pours easily. The 
molecules of water are an example of 
smooth surface molecules, and we all 
know that water pours easily. The 
molecules of glycerine exert a great 
deal of friction in passing over each 
other and cause the glycerine to pour 
slowly and with some difficulty. 


When the molecules of a liquid are 
caused to be separated from each 
other, that is, when more space is 
allowed between each molecule, the 
friction between them is greatly les- 
sened, and the viscosity is lowered.

with water. The molecules of the glyc- 
erine are now much farther apart from 
each other, produce less friction and 
the solution pours more easily. 

Heat causes the molecules of any 
mass to separate from each other, and 
provides more space between them. 
This results in the decrease of viscos- 
ity. Take any mass, whether liquid or 
solid, and it will flow more readily 
upon increasing its temperature. Glyc- 
erine will flow more readily when 
heated. The higher the temperature, 
the more easily it will flow. A solid 
material such as iron has extremely 
high viscosity but when brought to a 
temperature of about 2700 degrees F. 
it will flow quite easily. The reason 
for this is that the individual molecules 
of the iron, upon heating, are caused 
to separate from each other, allowing 
space between them and thus prevent- 
ing friction. 

When the viscosity of a plate coat- 
ing solution is high, it will be thrown 
off the plate only when the whirler is 
rotating at a fairly high rate. The 
greater the viscosity, the more difficult 
it is to remove the coating off the 
plate, and the more of it will remain 
there to form a film of substantial 
thickness. 

To produce a film of sensitive coat- 
ing of the desired thickness, it is nec- 
essary to control not only the tempera- 
ture of the coating solution but the 
viscosity of the solution. 

There is very little relationship be- 
tween the Baume and the viscosity of 
a coating solution. The Baume is de- 
termined by means of the Baume hy- 
drometer. To determine the viscosity, 
an instrument must be provided by 
which the rate of flow of the liquid 
can be tested. This is really an indi- 
rect way of determining the friction 
between the molecules of the liquid. 

There are a number of simple in- 
struments for determining the viscosity 
of a solution. Most of these instru-

believing 1953 will be a BIG year are 
here. Of course, what you do in your

Remove Price Controls on Ink 
OFFICE of Price Stabilization, still 


in business but on a constantly dimin- 
ishing scale, has exempted printing 
ink from price controls. The action 
was taken through issuance of Amend- 
ment 6 to General Overriding Regula- 
tion 3 and is already in effect. 

Printing inks, OPS officials said, 
comprise a relatively unimportant part 
of a printer’s or publisher’s cost of do- 
ing business. The portion of printing 
inks in the over-all cost of printing 
and publishing is shown by the fact 
that sales of such inks in 1950 totaled 
$144 million and this cost was absorbed 
in the sale of $8 billion worth of print- 
ing and publishing products. 

It is not anticipated that exemption 
will result in any material rise in the 
cost of printing inks, OPS officials de- 
clared.

Labor Shortage 


THE progressive tightening of labor 
supply in recent months has resulted 
in a steady increase in out-of-area and 
out-of-state recruitment of scarce work- 
ers who cannot be obtained in the com- 
munities where they are needed by 
employers, the Bureau of Employment 
Security, U. S. Department of Labor, 
has reported. 

Reports from state employment 
agencies show that the volume of local 
occupational shortages is increasing 
by jumps each month. This is as true 
in the printing industry as in any other 
field in which some training and tech- 
nical skill are needed. However, the 
shortage is growing even among un- 
skilled workers, and, as many a print- 
ing manager knows, it is difficult to 
keep even good office help. 

Job-jumping is becoming more and 
more prevalent, it is reported, as work- 
ers who cannot be upgraded in one 
shop are seeking increases, or better 
jobs, in other shops. There never has 
been a time when employers, and par- 
ticularly printing management, need 
good workers more than now. 

Incidentally, women workers are in- 
creasing all the time. The number of 
women workers is close to 20,000,000. 
Women’s Bureau, U. S. Department of 


Labor, has revised its booklet on the 
women’s labor force, so as to bring 
up-to-date the facts about jobs in 
which women make good workers. 

At the same time, physically handi- 
capped workers are being used by 
management more than ever to fill the 
gaping manpower needs. Many em- 
ployers report that handicapped work- 
ers, put in jobs they can perform well 
in spite of their lack of a limb, or 
other handicap, actually are more 
stable and less apt to job-jump than 
workers who have no physical defects. 


Still Enforcing Wage Rules 


ALTHOUGH the Office of Salary 
Stabilization and the Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board, like the Office of Price 
Stabilization, likely soon will be com- 
pletely out of business (all three agen- 
cies die April 30, and are operating 
now with virtually skeleton crews, con- 
sidering the enormity of their jobs), it 
still is wise for all printers to realize 
that as long as these agencies are in 
business, they will be active in making 
cases against violators. 

The WSB and OSS both have re- 
leased figures here showing they have 
moved in on many unwary business- 
men and have caused tax disallowances 
totaling, altogether, millions of dollars. 
This isn’t counting the unfavorable 
publicity that accrued to those found 
guilty of violating wage or salary sta- 
bilization rules. 


More Materials for Commercial 
Construction 


IF you have been planning to build 
bigger facilities for your shop, or to 
make additions, this would seem to be 
the year in which you can do it with 
the least red tape.

building will jump 25 per cent this 
year over last year’s total. 

Since much needed commercial con- 
struction has been deferred, due to 
priorities, permits, and other delaying 
factors, 1953 likely will set a new high 
in construction—commercial and pub- 
lic. It is confidently expected by the 
second quarter, the lingering effect of 
last summer’s steel strike will have 
disappeared and that you'll be able to 
get the materials to build anything 
you want. 

In view of the touchy international 
situation, which is liable to remain 
explosive for some time to come, and 
other factors at home and abroad, it 
isn’t likely that you'll be able to build 
more cheaply next year than this year, 
so if you have your heart set on an 
addition, or a new building, perhaps 
this is the best time to start it. 


Leaflet on Business Insurance 
ADDITIONAL information on busi- 


ness insurance has been made avail- 
able to small business concerns in a 
new Management Aid leaflet issued 
here by the Small Defense Plants Ad- 
ministration.

Smoother Surfaces on Plates 
Q Our casting equipment is Duplex 
e Tubular, casting *%” thick stereo- 
type plates for newspaper printing; 
and our stereotype metal formula has 
about 5% tin with 124% antimony, 
balance lead. We want to produce 
smoother surfaces on our casting, if 
possible. (A) Will increasing the tin 
percentage of the alloy improve the 
face of the plates? If so, how much of 
an increase in tin percentage is recom- 
mended with 1242% antimony? (B) 
Are there any other factors involved 
which govern the smoothness of plate 
surface? If so, please describe such 
factors and their influence upon the 
face of castings. M. J., Kansas 


A Increasing the tin content of your 
e alloy alone can be expected to 
delay cooling the face of castings but 
will not contribute anything toward 
producing smoother surfaces on stere- 
Frequently, stereotype 
plates for magazine quality perform- 
ance are produced from alloy with 
higher tin percentages where the anti- 
mony content is also increased for 
proper balance of the metal formula. 


| The casting equipment includes tem- 


perature controls regulating freezing 
rate of the castings. 

(B) No increase in tin percentage 
is advisable. The metal formula is 
usually arranged for equipment re- 
quirements and number of printing 
impressions involved.

metal formula is considered ideal for 
your requirements and equipment. 


The principal factor in obtaining 
stereotype plate smoothness is the 
freezing rate of the metal. This is con- 
trolled by equipment and metal tem- 
peratures; and also, by the density of 
the stereotype mat, and the formula 
of the alloy used. 


The crystalline structure of stereo- 
type metals is very active from the 
point of temperature where the first 
crystals solidify to the temperature of 
complete solidification that governs 
the surface smoothness of plates pro- 
duced. Since the tubular casting boxes 
provide water temperature control, the 
cooler the box temperature used the 
smoother the cast face produced. This 
is due to freezing the face of castings 
as rapidly as casting conditions will 
permit. 

The density of stereotype mat is a 
major consideration when freezing the 
metal at the face of the plate rapidly. 
The density of the mat is determined 
by the volume of air remaining within 
the walls of the mat. The air volume 
in mats serves as an insulator against 
temperature transfer and is a major 
factor for regulating the time of freez- 
ing the alloy. For example, a stereo- 
type mat compressed under extreme 
molding pressure and reducing air 
volume to temperature equivalents be- 
low the temperature of the casting 
equipment will not produce a casting 
that would be free of holes and chilled 
spots. However, a soft, loose-textured 
stereotype mat that is compressed very 
little under molding pressure will have 
a temperature value much higher than 
normal box temperature and will re- 
tard the freezing rate at the face of the 
castings. This is a condition which 
may be anticipated to produce rough 
plate faces, since box temperatures are 
interfered with when cooling the alloy 
in casting. The only method known 
to the writer for regulating mat den-

Use a Short Black Ink 
Q Enclosed find two samples marked 
« “A” and “B.” On “A,” I used a 
soft halftone ink as usual with the 
self-evident results. After trying all 
the cures for the apparent smear, I 
finally tried a stiffer ink and came out 
with sample “B.” Weather was rainy 
and cool, but no apparent high humid- 
ity. This is my first experience of this 
kind and I am at a loss to explain it. 
This job was run on a 12x18—3 roller 
press. C. H., Illinois 
A The ink is definitely to blame in 
e sample “A.” It is too soft, which 
causes filling up in your semi-solids. 
This is shown in the skidding effect 
on the type. 

Too soft an ink will not give you 
the sharpness on a friction driven roller 
as will a stiffer ink. Sometimes your 
rollers will absorb enough moisture in 
rainy weather to fight the ink, too. 

Use a heavy, short dense black ink 
without tack and you will get the 
results you want. 

“B” shows good printing but ap- 
pears to be gray. A denser black or a 
little more ink would give a better job.

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part with newsprint. I contend that 
the newsprint picked the ink off the 
job but my employer contends that the 
ink was not adjusted correctly. Those 
slipsheeted with bond paper did not 
come out this way. I also hold that if 
bond or an oil base slipsheet were 
used, this would not have happened. 
J.W.C., Florida 
A You are right. Newsprint cannot 
« be successfully used for slip- 
sheeting. The fibers are loose and will 
adhere to wet ink very readily. Also, 
newsprint will stick to the ink and 
take the ink off or leave fibers on, or 
both, as the sheet you sent shows. 
Neither will any fuzzy sheet such as 
unfinished Kraft, etc., lend itself for 
slipsheeting. A hard stock is much 
better, or special treated sheets made 
for that purpose. 

On short runs you can lay several 
sheets down and one large sheet will 
cover several smaller ones. But be care- 
ful not to pile too high if you are 
printing heavy cardboards.

description on your equipment. There 
should be some finishing concern 
around your territory that does var- 
nishing, lamination, and similar work. 

Special alcohol-proof inks are re- 
quired. 

Stock can be bought from your pa- 
per house that has been plastic coated 
at the mill. Printing it requires special 
ink and special handling to prevent 
offset. 


Silk-Screen Is Preferred 
Q What is the best method of get- 


« ting an impression in ink on 
stock that is a kind of acetate or plas- 
tic finish? 

We have tried metallic ink, but while 
the ink dried on the press it did not 
dry on the stock and there was set-off 
in the delivery pile. We tried ordinary 
ink to which cobalt driers were added, 
but to no avail. 

Is it likely that this is a stock that 
cannot be printed upon in a press or 
else is it likely that a subsidiary proc- 
ess is employed after printing? The 
inkmaker has been consulted but his 
suggestion of an ink has not worked. 
Do you think that perhaps silk screen 
is the answer? If so, how will small 
size characters be handled?

A There are special inks made for 
e this kind of stock, but the print- 
ing is rather hazardous and, as you 
say, there would be offset if piled. 
There is no penetration, therefore, the 
drying would be entirely by oxidation. 
Kiss impressions would be necessary 
or rubber plates. 

Silk screen is better for this kind 
of job. It would give you a thicker 
film of color to cover your stock and 
small size characters can be handled 
OK. Usually they are laid out one at 
a time on trays. Cut out slipsheets or 
sandpaper slipsheets are used as the 
slipsheet coming in contact with the 
printing would smear.

Trouble With Skip 4’s After 
Changing Skip Wheels 
Q The first two times we inserted 


« skip 4 wheels in our machine we 
had no trouble, but the third time we 
did so, one machine would cause grief 
as follows: In printing —93, the next 
number following would come up —97, 
but when the numbers again ended 
—93 with the second 3 on the wheel, 
the next number would be —07 in- 
stead of —97. 

The machines are new and appear 
to be in perfect mechanical condition. 
The skip wheels, although purchased 
second-hand, appear to be in good 
shape. They are all clean and oiled 
and show no sign of wear. When we 
transposed the two odd-numbered 
wheels in the Super Force machines 
(the other two are Roberts, with even- 
numbered wheels) there was no dif- 
ficulty. 

What could be the reason the actuat- 
ing pawl of one machine would catch 
in the tens wheel when 9 is up and 
opposite one of the two 3's? If it is a 
low rachet, how come the wheel works 
all right in the second machine? Is 
the necessity of repairs indicated? 

We do average run of the mill num- 
bering work, but follow your depart- 
ment with great interest.

When the second wheel on a 
« numberins machine reacts in the 
manner you describe, it is usually the 
fault of the actuating tooth—the one 
next to the unit tooth. We can elimi- 
nate the possibility of the skip wheels 
ratchets being worn because in inter- 
changing the skip wheel into another 
machine, the machine functioned cor- 
rectly. 

The reason that the skip wheel 
worked right when interchanged is 
simply because the actuating pawl in 
the Super Force did not have a worn 
actuating pawl. It is a peculiar thing 
about the actuating pawl when it be- 
gins to show the slightest wear. Al- 
though the second tooth is the one that 
catches onto the ratchet of the second 
wheel and turns incorrectly it is not 
the second tooth which is worn—it is 
the first tooth which bears the wear, 
because of the constant action on the 
unit wheel ratchet at every movement. 
The second tooth works only one-tenth 
of the time in comparison to the unit 
tooth. 


The ratchet on the unit wheel wears 
down also, so consequently we have 
a lowering of both the unit pawl tooth 
and the ratchet, which brings the en- 
tire pawl lower to the other wheels, 
causing the numbering machine to err 
at any unforeseen time during the run 
of a job. 


This is a big factor with numbering 
machines. They seem to work properly 
when manipulated by hand, but when 
on the press, they may work OK for 
500 impressions, and then trouble be- 
gins, and the reason for the intermit- 
ting errors is that the pawl will some- 
times touch the ratchet of the wrong 
wheel and move it along with the other 
wheels. A machine working as men- 
tioned above is in need of replacement 
of the actuating pawl. It is a delicate 
operation to replace an actuating pawl. 
First, the proper pawl must be used 
and inserted into pin with the hair-

Literature on Boxmaking 


Q Why is it so difficult to secure 
e any printed material on boxmak- 
ing that can be used in trainer 
courses? We are anxious to undertake 
a@ training program to develop better 
men in our manufacturing department. 

L. K., Pennsylvania 


A The writer agrees that a training 
* program is most important to de- 
velop more skillful personnel. How- 
ever, it must be remembered that the 
folding box field is highly technical, 
and unlike machine shops or print 
shops, they are relatively few in 
number. 

One of the greatest difficulties which 
would face the compiler of such in- 
formation is the great diversity of 
work going through the box plant. In 
an average box plant it is not unusual 
that ten or more different jobs may 
be processed in a single day. While 
each job may be manufactured from 
conventional folding boxboard, the 
caliper of the board may vary from 16- 
to 40-point, the size may vary from a 
razor blade carton to a blanket box, 
the nature of the board may vary from 
bleached manila to clay coated stock, 
the box may be printed in one color 
or in four colors. 

There are certain basic principles 
which govern the adjustment of the 
three major categories of equipment;

the printer, the cutter and creaser and 
the automatic gluing machine. In the 
case of the printer the basic require- 
ment is the proper matching of color 
and the proper registration of one 
color with another; in the case of the 
cutter and creaser the basic require- 
ment is that the cutting and creasing 
must register with the printing, while 
in the case of the folding box gluer 
the basic requirement is that the side- 
walls of the carton must be folded 
accurately while the carton is traveling 


between an upper and a lower carrier 
belt. 


The machines are built to accom- 
plish these results. They have consid- 
erable flexibility to take care of the 
many variables. It is these very varia- 
bles which make it so difficult to estab- 
lish basic rules to guide the adjustors 
and operators. Only through experi- 
ence can the printer maintain color 
uniformity throughout the complete 
run; only through experience can the 
cutting and creasing adjustor and op- 
erator maintain and hold the close 
register which is an absolute “must” 
as well as the depth of the cutting and 
creasing rules; only through experi- 
ence can the gluing machine adjustor 
secure a uniform and unvarying fold.

Then let the skilled men 
make the adjustments on the ma- 
chines, explaining to the trainee the 
reason for making the adjustment. 
The next step, of course, would be for 
the trainees themselves to make the 
adjustments under the guidance of 
the skilled men. This would be learn- 
ing through doing and should result 
in a worthwhile trainee program.

Face Up Delivery 

There are two methods of securing 
face up delivery on a fly delivery cyl- 
inder. First is by placing a large cotter 
pin between the teeth of the gear and 
track on the end of the fly delivery 
shaft which stops the fly sticks. 

The second, and the one I think 
more efficient, is to remove the fly 
sticks and set the timing so that the 
holders of the sticks just kick the 
tail edge of the sheet into the delivery 
jogger. Also, raise the shaft on which 
are the pulleys that run the conveyor 
about one inch so the front of the

sheet will clear the fly stick shaft. Also, 
stretch two wires about an inch above 
the conveyor from the end of the de- 
livery table to the slitter shaft to hold 
the sheet down as it travels along the 
conveyor belts.

“Whether it’s a tram ticket, a mil- 
lionaire’s will, a newspaper or a book, 
the printer must take tremendous re- 
sponsibility for every line—more, for 
every word and every letter—and the 
art demands from you a meticulous 
pride in the quality and accuracy of 
your work.

a substantial 68%. The only major 
types of mills showing net decreases 
were light structurals and rail-making 
plants which respectively lost 41% and 
19% of their pre-war capacity. 
According to trade reports, high 
rates of steel output may be expected 
to continue at least through the first 
half of 1953. Although concern is ex- 
pressed with respect to demand later 
next year, the general belief is that 
when the market does ease, demand 
should still be good enough to sustain 
an adequate level of operations. New 
capacity and plant modernization will 
help to attain more economic produc- 
tion at lower rates of operations. The 
industry’s long-term shift into the 
lighter steels, the demand for which 
is relatively more stable than for the 
heavier steels, should moderate the 
decline in the event defense spending 
and industrial construction taper off.

move the mold, followed by a thor- 
ough wash with water. The operations 
must be watched closely so as to avoid 
waterlogging of the sheets. A special 
stainless steel sink aids the process. 
Finding matching paper is another 
important part in the restoration work. 
Over the period of 30 years, the Extra 
sindery has collected old papers which 
are filed away according to texture, 
shade, etc. The collection has been 
very helpful in repairing damaged 
documents and related materials, such 
as the $4,800 check which was paid to 
Abraham Lincoln by the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad for legal services. The 
restoration involved the renewal of a 
missing margin with matching paper 


and a portion of the printing (an op- 
eration which required not only a high 
degree of skill but the correct mate- 
rials as well).

“It will be noted that most factory 
locations not near specific machines 
have noise levels between 75 and 80 
decibels, which is a normal level for a 
factory.

cil on the image and protect it while 
the copper is being removed from the 
background. If Step 8 looks strong 
after development, this re-exposure is 
not necessary. 

6. Remove the copper from the non- 
image areas with a 42° Baume Ferric 
Nitrate solution. This solution can be 
made by mixing five pounds of Ferric 
Nitrate with about five ounces of 
water. Adjust the Baume by adding 
more water or chemical. 

7. Remove the hardened stencil 
from the image. Soak the plate in 
warm water for about 5 minutes. Then 
scrub the plate under running warm 
water. 

8. Sensitize the exposed copper 
image. Apply your regular deep-etch 
developer. (In some cases, you can 
speed this step by diluting the devel- 
oper 50:50 with water.) Swab it over 
the surface of the plate with a deep- 
etch pad until the copper changes 
from its usual red color to a darker 
rose color. When this color change 


takes place, the copper is ready to, 
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take ink. If the image is stubborn, 
continue rubbing the plate with de- 
veloper until the color change occurs. 
If you should have an unusual and 
extremely stubborn plate, sprinkle a 
little FFF pumice on the image and 
scrub with cotton and developer. 

9. Now rub up the image. Use a soft 
cloth pad, dampened with turpentine 
or Lithotine. Pat it in well-worked 
press ink and rub the image. 

If the background should pick up 
ink, rub it with a cloth pad moistened 
with a phosphoric acid solution (2% 
ounces of 85% phosphoric acid in a 
gallon of water). 

An alternate and perhaps better way 
of inking the image is as follows: 
Moisten the plate with the phosphoric 
acid solution, apply deep-etch develop- 
ing ink, and rub it down. (The ink 
will stick only to the image.) Some- 
times the amount of ink left on the 
plate will be very small. The image 
will look brown. This does not mean 
that the image won’t take ink on the

press. However, you may want a good 
black image for checking. In this case, 
roll up the plate with a hand roiler 
and roll-up ink. 

10. When the image has been inked 
up, etch the plate with either cellulose 
gum or a gum arabic etch. Use two 
applications, rubbing each one down 
dry. 

11. Gum the plate with your usual 
gum arabic solution. 


Running the Plate on the Press 


If this is your first experience with 
a smooth plate, check your press care- 
fully. All smooth plates demand accu- 
rately set rollers and careful packing. 
Otherwise, the rollers may skid on the 
plate, or the plate may slip on the 
blanket. A hard blanket usually gives 
the best results. 

If you don’t use a fountain solution, 
ink dot scum may form on the non- 
image areas. This can be removed 
easily with the phosphoric acid solu- 
tion. It can be prevented entirely by 
using a fountain solution. Any stand- 
ard fountain etch containing gum 
works satisfactorily. 

If the plate should go blind on the 
press, rub up the image with press ink 
and the phosphoric acid solution as 
described before. Use pumice if neces- 
sary. If the plate should scum, you 
can clean it up with the same phos- 
phoric acid solution. 


Life of the Plate 


As yet, we don’t have much infor- 
mation on the life that might be ex- 
pected from the LTF bi-metal plate. 
A recent letter reported 2,750,000 im- 
pressions from the same plate over 
seven runs on a web press. The plate 
eventually failed at the clamps. 

Another plate broke at the clamps 
after the third run and 1,600,000 im- 
pressions. In both cases, the image 
was still good. 
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Conclusion 


The LTF Copper-Aluminum plate 
shows great promise. It is compara- 
tively inexpensive and easy to make. 
And, so far, it has shown itself to be 
almost foolproof. It can take a lot of 
abuse without apparent harm. 

But, like all things new, there is 
still a good deal that we have yet to 
learn about it. If you would like to try 
these plates, the Research Department 
of the Lithographic Technical Foun- 
dation will be glad to work with you. 
And, if you go ahead on your own, 
let the Foundation know what results 
you have.

printing is increasing, paper manu- 
facturers are adding more and more 
pigment and filler to coated papers. 
Since most pigments are abrasive they 
are responsible for such troubles as 
scumming and blinding of lithographic 
plates. The material from the coated 
papers is removed by attrition and is 
deposited on the blanket of the press. 
Although it was found that the blan- 
kets vary in their tendency to promote 
the removal of pigment from coated 
paper, the problem, however, basically, 
is due to excessive pigment in the pa- 
per. An attempt will be made by the 
Foundation to solve the problem of 
piling of paper coatings. Research 
will be conducted in quantitative de- 
termination of piling, why the piling 
occurs, and how it can be prevented.

In an attempt to standardize the 
light which is used for contact print- 
ing, the LTF has developed a unique 
new light which has many advantages 
over the large variety of lights which 
are now being improvised by the indi- 
vidual shops.

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new light greatly minimizes under-cut- 
ting and no vacuum needs to be used 
in the frame. 

Heretofore, in the making of bi- 
metallic plates resort was made to the 
use of electrolytic methods. The Foun- 
dation has now developed a simple 
method for the application of a film of 
copper to an aluminum plate by means 
of a new chemical method. The plate 
needs simply to be immersed in a 
batch containing copper pyrophosphate 
and other non-copper chemicals in 
solution to provide it with a tenacious 
film of copper coating. 

A similar method for depositing of 
a film of copper on the steel rollers 
of the press has been developed by the 
Foundation. The rollers are first thor- 
oughly cleaned with a special solvent, 
and the copper solution is then de- 
posited on the rollers by means of a 
wad of cotton. The operation requires 
only a few minutes of time and pro- 
vides the rollers with a film of copper 
which appears to be a panacea against 
stripping. Such a film will last for six 
months or longer, depending on the 
care taken on its application. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, 
Michael Bruno spoke briefly to the 
audience, hoping that the information 
which was passed out to the members 
of the Foundation would be carried 
back to their shops, and be used to 
their advantage.

ments are based on a vessel measured 
to contain a given amount of fluid, 
and having a small opening through 
which the liquid may pass. The time 
it takes for the liquid to pass through 
the opening gives direct viscosity read- 
ings. Such an instrument may be pur- 
chased from any of the scientific in- 
strument houses, or it may be impro- 
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vised by the platemaker. A conventional 
burette having a fairly small opening 
will serve quite well. 

The readings of viscosity are gen- 
erally made in given units of measure- 
ment called centipoises. For the lithog- 
rapher, however, it is only necessary 
that he know the rate of flow of the 
solution through a small opening. 
When he knows the reading of a given 
coating solution that has performed 
well, at a known whirler speed, a 
known humidity, and a known tem- 
perature, he should strive to maintain 
that same viscosity each time that the 
other factors are at this particular 
level. 


in Answer to Mr. Beechem 


In your December issue under 
“Lithographic Questions” there was 
an inquiry on “Trouble with Scum- 
ming” sent in by C. C. A., Minnesota. 
In answering the problem Mr. Beech- 
em suggested the glaze on the rollers 
to be a contributing factor. 

One of the points I would like to 
bring out in this letter is that glazed 
rollers are a thing of the past with the 
development of Rogersol 1-2-3, the rev- 
olutionary press wash manufactured 
by the Harry H. Rogers Company. This 
new press wash not only removes the 
ink on the rollers, but digs deep into 
the pores of the rubber and lifts out 
the pigment, varnish, rosin, gum, etc., 
deposited there during previous runs. 
It is the porous nature of the rubber 
that gives it the ability to not only 
pick up the ink, but to let go of it 
properly. Naturally with clean rollers 
better ink distribution is effected, and 
the rollers are better able to repel 
water which is one of their most im- 
portant functions. 

The second point in this letter is 
another recent development by the 
Rogers Company, and that is Rogersol 
APL (Albumen Plate Life). This is 
a protective coating applied to the

great printing market, here we are 
telling other people how to spend their 
appropriations on printed advertising 
and direct by mail, and yet only a 
handful of printing companies in New 
York had anything worthy to enter in 
this self-advertising contest. Confession 
is good for the soul, so I’d like to say 
that my own firm was one of the great 
majority that had nothing worthwhile 
to enter in this contest. That’s one 
thing that’s going to be different in 
1953. 

“Creative selling must create busi- 
ness that didn’t exist before. A recent 
news item told of the growing sales 
of magazines in super markets. In 1947 
only 300 super markets handled maga- 
zines and grossed about one million 
dollars. In 1952, 4,000 super markets 
sold magazines for total sales of 20 
million dollars. Back of these figures 
is a piece of creative thinking and 
creative selling, and it is something 
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that a printing salesman may well 
have been responsible for. 

“In our own business we have 
printed one cent weighing machine 
tickets in one color for the past 20 
years. Many of the celebrities whose 
features were shown on these tickets 
have long since passed away. This last 
year we bought some new cutting 
equipment, changed the press sheet 
size, made contracts with 40 new celeb- 
rities of theatre, motion pictures, radio 
and television, and started producing 
these tickets in 4 colors at a cost no 
greater than the old tickets. In the 
first two months of operation, sales of 
the new colored tickets increased 47% 
over the old ones. There is an exam- 
ple of creative buying, creative produc- 
tion, and creative selling. That 47% 
increase represents new business that 
didn’t exist before. And we have taken 
this account out of competition for a 
long time to come. There are probably 
thousands of jobs in the United States 
susceptible to re-analysis in terms of 
equipment to be used, color versus 
black and white, and upgrading of 
quality to improve appearance and in- 
crease sales. 

“It is by applying creative princi- 
ples to our selling that 1953 can be a 
big and a prosperous one. The stage 
is all set. We are in a period of appre- 
ciation of good taste, which calls for a 
great volume of beautiful printing; in 
an era of industrial expansion in which 
more and more utilitarian printing will 
be required; in a competitive period 
where printing as a selling aid is es- 
sential to lower the ever increasing 
costs of selling. That’s why I believe 
that with intelligent, imaginative sell- 
ing on our part, 1953 can be a fine 
year for all of us.”

the key buttons shimmy?” There are 
so many things that could cause it, 
starting with excess dirt, and your 
knowledge of the machine is so limited 
that [ am at a loss to know where to 
begin. 

Note on page 49, first book men- 
tioned, or page 14, “Linotype Mainte- 
nance Manual,” that the keyboard 
cam yoke 8 or 5 rests on the trigger, 
4 or 2. The trigger has at least a 
thirty-second inch bite under the cam 
yoke. If this bite has been reduced, 
as is sometimes done by filing, some 
cams may be released when keys for 
adjacent cams are touched. If the key- 
buttons all shimmy when you hit a 
key, you no doubt are striking the 
keys too hard. A lighter touch will 
cause less trouble. 

Your trouble may be as simple as 
kinks in the wires on which the cams 
and triggers are pivoted. 

“Mechanism of the Linotype and 
Intertype,” by Abel and Straw, is the 
best all round elementary manual I 
know. But it requires study. The price 
is $5. You can purchase a copy from 
GAM. 

You can overcome your trouble as 
follows: Lay a piece of 17 inch x % 
inch wire over the shoulder on the 
keybars at the back of the keyboard 
and lay it in front of the keyboard key- 
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bar rear guard, H-337, see catalog for 
Model—1 page 17 in Linotype Catalog 
No. 21. This will put a little more 
weight on the keybars and will tend to 
compensate for yeur heavy touch. It 
lays loose and will rattle and jingle 
as you operate, but it will do the busi- 
ness.

sity to coincide with box temperature 
is by experimenting to determine the 
amount to compress the mat paper and 
to regulate its air volume and mat 
density. These are experiments which 
should include box temperature, reg- 
ulating mat density and casting box 
temperatures to produce the smoothest 
cast face on plates.

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1953 Outlook for Graphic 
Arts Industry 


As observed by Geo. S. Dively 
President, Harris-Seybold Company 


The dominant factors in the out- 
look for 1953 will probably be the in- 
fluence of the new Administration 
upon government programs and the 
course of international events. In my 
opinion, 1953 should be a year of 
good business comparable with the 
past two years, barring of course, un- 
predictable changes in international 
affairs. However, as long as the ab- 
normalities of a semi-war economy 
exist, it would seem desirable for all 
of us to maintain a high degree of 
flexibility in our forward planning. 

From the standpoint of the graph- 
ic arts industry specifically, the in- 
creased availability of most consum- 
ers’ products is expected to result in 
stepped-up advertising and _ selling 
programs. With advertising up an 
estimated 5% or more, commercial 
printing and lithography can expect a 
good year. And in this more aggressive 
selling economy, efforts to obtain bet- 
ter and more economical printing 
should result in heavier demands for 
multicolor presses and more efficient 
productive equipment generally. 

During the past year, shortages of 
materials for civilian production re- 
stricted output of printing machinery, 
but our plans for 1953 call for some 
increase in civilian products. Our ex- 
tensive engineering and research pro- 
gram, which has provided technical 
improvements for the graphic arts in-

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dustry throughout the postwar period, 
will be continued. Harris-Seybold will 
make every effort to effectively serve 
the graphic arts industry during the 
coming year. 


Worthy of Praise 


Despite our statement on the edi- 
torial page of this issue of GAM that 
we could not list those firms and indi- 
viduals who sent us Season’s Greetings 
because of lack of space—it would 
take several pages—your editor could 
not help but enthuse over most of the 
greetings. 

Almost all were artistic and well 
produced. A number showed excep- 
tional originality, but three of them, 
booklets all, struck a very responsive 
chord. These were “A Day of Pleasant 
Bread,” sent by Charles T. Brown, Jr. 
of the Franklin Printing Co., Philadel- 
phia; “The Psychology of the Printed 
Page,” sent by that well-known Crafts- 
man and lover of esthetic typography 
and printing, A. R. Tommasini, of 
the University of California Press; 
and “Glad Tidings” sent by the West- 
ern States Envelope Co., Milwaukee. 

“A Day of Pleasant Bread” is a most 
engaging Christmas story frem “Ad- 
ventures in Friendship” by the beloved 
mellow philosopher, David Grayson. 
The booklet, physically, is very much 
in keeping with the theme and style 
of the story. The harmonious design- 
ing and illustrations by Norman Ru- 
dolph, the photoengravings by Phila- 
delphia-Weeks Engraving Co.; the 
typographic treatment by R. Moore 
Smith, and the presswork by the 
Franklin Printing Co. leave little to 
be desired. This booklet, because of 
the story and the treatment, would be 
a collector’s item, even if there had 
not been a limited number of copies 
printed. 

Tommasini’s greeting, of which only 
375 copies were privately printed, can 
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also be regarded as a collector’s item. 
Although written in 1909 by Harry 
Thurston Peck, the essay “The Psy- 
chology of the Printed Page” still has 
a timely message. The booklet meas- 
ures only 356x534”, is printed in three 
colors—red, light green and black— 
and carries marginal decorations that 
are suggestive of watermarks and that 
bleed on all sides. The essay is set in 
10-point Linotype Granjon and the 
booklet is printed on Andora Text 
white. The cover and endsheets are 
Strathmore Chroma green. 

“Glad Tidings” is a very intriguing 
booklet, containing a number of 
Christmas poems and stories. The 
booklet is very beautifully printed in 
several colors, with the set type against 
a background of enchanting illustra- 
tion. The copyright of the booklet is 
held by Ideals Publishing Co., Mil- 
waukee. 

These three booklets, each one a 
delight to the eye and the mind, serve 
to show what printing plants can do, 
not only to exhibit the product of their 
own presses, but also to create much 
good-will during the Christmas season. 


Printing Injury Rates 
Rise in Illinois 
by Lillian Stemp 


The printing and publishing indus- 
try showed an 18% increase in com- 
pensable injuries reported in Illinois 
in 1951 over 1950. The industry was 
among five others to show the largest 
percentage increase in injuries per 
1000 workers. This fact was revealed 
in the “Annual Report on Industrial 
Accidents” published in June 1952 by 
the Division of Statistics and Research 
of the Illinois Department of Labor. 
The 1951 printing and publishing rate 
is 10.2 whereas the figure for 1950 
was 9.0 in Illinois. 

A review of the report indicates that 
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945 compensable injuries were re- 
ported. Two of these were fatal, 115 
occurred to women, 17 to children 16 
and 17 years old and three to children 
under 16 years old. 

“Machines” were involved in 216 of 
the injuries. Platen printing presses 
accounted for 67 and cylinder printing 
presses, 46. 

The next largest single causal agency 
“working surfaces” accounted for 153 
injuries. 

By far the largest proportion of re- 
ported injuries were in the commercial 
printing field. The tally being 580. 
In the newspaper field 195 were re- 
ported. 

The graphic arts industry as a whole 
is becoming aware of the need for pro- 
moting safety in its plants and many 
have proven that it is possible to work 
without injuries. Outstanding records 
have been achieved by the printing 
plant at Trafford, Pa., which has 
worked more than 5 million manhours 
without a lost-time injury; Pullman 
Press, Chicago, which has had no lost- 
time accident since August 31, 1925; 
the printing and stationery shop of 
Republic Steel Corporation of Youngs- 
town, Ohio, which has operated more 
than 10,000 days without a lost-time 
accident. The Standard Register Com- 
pany of Dayton, Ohio, worked a period 
of 2,205,401 manhours without mar- 
ring its record; the United States Gov- 
ernment Printing Office in Washington, 
D.C., has a period of 1,185,457 man- 
hours to its credit and Lord Baltimore 
Press, Baltimore, has 1,122,024 man- 
hours to its credit.

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New Graphic Arts Books 


Two Books by John R. Biggs 

A recent excellent contribution to the 
literature on type and typography is the 
book “An Approach to Type” by John 
R. Biggs. 

In this book, the author does a good 
job of explaining the basic facts about 
type: the point system, type sizes, the 
names of parts of the letter, and of metal 
type and how it is made. He also gives 
the history of letter design from early 
memory signs and picture writing to the 
alphabet of today and the types that are 
now being produced. 

The book also shows the best known 
type-faces, each with a complete font of 
caps, lower-case, figures and italics in the 
largest size, followed by a small quan- 
tity of each other size. Information is 
given also as to who designed the faces 
and where they may be used. 

The book also contains a short histori- 
cal section, a bibliography, a brief list of 
European periodicals in the field, and a 
good glossary. 

Another book by the same author, John 
R. Biggs, who taught typographic design 
at the London School of Printing, is 
“Illustration and Reproduction.” This 
book is written primarily for artists who 
do work for reproduction, and for those 
who are not directly engaged in graphic 
arts production but whose work necessi- 
tates a knowledge of graphic arts proc- 
esses. 

In this book, Mr. Biggs gives practical 
instructions for autographic and photo- 
graphic techniques used in relief, litho- 
graphic and intaglio printing. He is gen- 
erous with diagrams and a showing of 
results on several kinds of paper. An in- 
teresting chapter in the book contains the 
views of a number of artists on illustra- 
tions, and on the duties of an illustrator. 

The price of “An Approach to Type” 
is $4.75 a copy; and that of “Illustration 
and Reproduction” is $8.50 per copy. The 
books are published by Pellegrini & 
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Cudahy, but copies may be ordered from 
the Book Department of GAM.

New Monotype Casting Book 
by Edgar D. Ward 


For some time past the Monotype 
Users’ Association of Great Britain has 
been planning the issue of two textbooks 
—one for the keyboard and one for the 
casting machine—which will serve as the 
basis for a national examination of stu- 
dents. The keyboard manual was issued 
a few months ago, and the publication 
of the casting machine manual now 
completes the plan. Both books, which 
are profusely illustrated by diagrams and 
drawings of the parts, are authoritative, 
being issue in association with the Mono- 
type Corporation, Ltd. They will prove 
of the utmost value to operators and 
students of the respective machines. 

While perhaps methods in the United 
States may differ a little from those ac- 
ceptable in Great Britain, the mechanisms 
of the machines as manufactured in the 
two countries are very similar. 

The Manuals are published from 11 
Bedford Row, London, WCl1, the price 
of the Keyboard Manual being 10s. 6d. 
and that of its companion 17s. 6d. (say 
$1.50 and $2.45, respectively). 


Book on Printing Production 


Printing Industry of America, Inc., an- 
nounces that it soon will have available 
copies of a book it is publishing on the 
subject of “Management of Printing Pro- 
duction.” 

The announcement points out that 
“this book presents for the first time the 
basic principles for applying a scientific 
approach to production management in 
our industry. The book is based upon 
fundamental principles which have been 
developed throughout American industry, 
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yet it is written in the language of the 
practical man in charge of printing ‘and 
lithographing production.” 

The book in the main is devoted to 
the techniques of production management 
and includes chapters on estimating, pro- 
duction forecasting, production control, 
order routing, planning, scheduling and 
dispatching, production records, inspec- 
tion, quality control, purchasing, stores, 
stock and materials handling. 

Author of the book is Robert H. Roy, 
School of Engineering, John Hopkins 
University. Professor Roy, prior to joining 
the faculty at Johns Hopkins, served the 
industry in the capacity of a production 
engineer. 


Collection of Advertising Art 


“Modern Publicity” is the somewhat 
ambiguous title of a book between 
whose covers are collected examples of 
what are considered representative of the 
best current advertising art of 27 coun- 
tries. 

Grouped under the headings of Pos- 
ters, Press Advertising, Direct Mail, 
Showcards, and Packaging, are 600 illus- 
trations, 64 of which are full-color repro- 
ductions. They provide an excellent ref- 
erence source, not only for artists and 
advertising men, but also for engravers 
and printers. 

The book contains an excellent fore- 
word by the editor, Frank A. Mercer, 
and a short article, “Some Aspects of 
Modern Advertising,” by Sir Harold 
Bowden, president of the Incorporated 
Society of British Advertisers. 

The cover design is purely typographic. 
It is attractively done in Monotype Per- 
petua Series 239 and Bold Titling Se- 
ries 200. 

In the book, the editor invites the 
submission of specimens of printed ad- 
vertising .art from all. countries. These 
should be packed flat or rolled. Photo- 
graphs of large examples may be sent. 
“Each entry which must be of a pub- 
lished work—projects are not eligible— 
should bear on the back the name of the 
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advertiser, agent, artist and printer and 
must be accompanied by written authority 
to reproduce, signed by the owner of the 
copyright or his agent.” These should 
be addressed to the Editor, Modern Pub- 
licity, 66 Chandos Place, London, W. C. 
2, England. 

The book, which is the 22nd issue of 
Art and Industry’s International Annual 
of Advertising Art, was published on 
November 25 by The Studio Publications, 
London and New York. The price of the 
book is $8.50. Copies may be obtained 
through the GAM Book Department. 


Specimens of Printing, 1851 and 1951 
by Edgar D. Ward 

It is recognized that printing in Great 
Britain in the. nineteenth century was 
artistically in a bad way. How bad it 
was we only fully appreciate when the 
productions are examined. Charles Ros- 
ner has collected about fifty specimens of 
work put out during the Great Exhibi- 
tion of 1851 and compared them with 
another fifty produced during the Festival 
of Britain of 1951. With our knowledge 
of the lack of facilities, it is perhaps 
hardly to be wondered at that the work 
of a hundred years ago should be so poor 
when set against the highly satisfactory 
jobs of today. 

Mr. Rosner calls his collection ‘Print- 
er’s Progress, 1851-1951” and appro- 
priately starts his gallery with a picture 
of Queen Victoria and Prince Consort 
viewing a printing press at the Great 
Exhibition. The original was a wood en- 
graving. This example is followed by a 
variety of jobs—title and other pages 
from the Exhibition catalogue, book- 
binding, pages from several monthly 
periodicals, cheap song books, early en- 
velope making and various advertising 
leaflets. The gem of the selection is per- 
haps the reproduction of a poster detail- 
ing the attractions offered at a popular 
place of entertainment. There is hardly 
a 12-point of white space anywhere. 

In the examples of current work we 
have specimens produced by = several 
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processes, showing, above all, the in- 
fluence of the typographer. As Mr. Ros- 
ner says in the text: “The role of the de- 
signer in printing has become an ever- 
increasing one in the last twenty-five 
years and by now his place is established. 
The co-ordination of text and image, 
their formation into a single entity, is 
the designer’s chief functidn in the print- 
ing trade.” 

This book is a_ well-produced and 
very interesting and valuable scrap book 
of the two periods. The text provides 
brief but adequate accounts of the back- 
ground of the conditions of the time. 

“Printer’s Progress” is published by 
the Sylvan Press, Ltd., London, at 42s. 
net (approx. 6 dollars), and in the United 
States by Harvard University Press, Cam- 
bridge, Mass, 


Revised Edition of Polk’s Book 


A new and revised edition of an old 
standby, Ralph W. Polk’s “The Practice 
of Printing,” is now available. 

Primarily a book for students, appren- 
tices and printing instructors—the au- 
thor was formerly supervisor of Printing 
Education in the Detroit Public Schools 
—this revised and enlarged edition may 
well be used as a reference book by 
veterans. 

The book contains 41 chapters, each 
well illustrated with halftones and line 
drawings. Although most of the content 
is slanted to the student and the beginner 
in printing, information, such as that re- 
ferring to the new “‘cold-type” composi- 
tion machines, will interest the seasoned 
men in the plant. Short chapters appear 
also on offset printing and on gravure. 

The book is excellently designed and 
set; and it is made more helpful with the 
inclusion of a bibliography and index. 

Copies of the book, which was pub- 
lished by Charles A. Bennett Co., Inc., 
may be obtained from the Book Depart- 
ment of GAM. The school edition sells 
at $3.60 plus 35 cents for postage and 
handling; and the trade edition sells at 
$4.75 plus the 35 cents.

letterpress and lithography industries. 
Students will judge the time and cost 
of various printing operations, and will 
complete estimates of job samples. They 
will discuss the estimator’s job, the esti- 
mate form, paper costs and computations, 
selecting the process, outside purchases, 
spoilage allowance, binding and layout 
and paper requirements. 

Other graphic industry courses in the 
night school program include “Basic 
Course in Printing Processes,” “Basic 
Course in Typography and Design,” “Art 
of Lettering Through Calligraphy,” “Basic 
Graphic Design Workshop,” ‘“Proofread- 
ing,” “Fundamentals of Editing,” “Edi-

Course in Quality Control

Martin H. Kennelly, Mayor of the City 
of Chicago, signed a proclamation desig- 
nating the week of January 11 to 17 
as Printing Week in Chicago. 

On January 12 at 9:00 p.m. Chicago 
time, the Westinghouse Co. sponsored a 
CBS, nationwide T.V. showing of “The 
Trial of John Peter Zenger,” originating 
in New York and dedicated entirely to 
Printing Week. 


Mr. Crews and his committee arranged 
a program that publicized the week to 
all the city. Talks were arranged to be 
given before businessmen’s luncheon 
groups, such as the Kiwanis, Lions, Ro- 
tary and before various assemblies of 
high school and college students. Also, 
short Radio programs were planned. 

The objective of the talks before stu- 
dents was to interest them more in con- 
sidering the entire graphic arts industry 
as one in which they can seek vocational 
opportunities. They were impressed with 
the fact that the printing and allied 
industries in the City of Chicago and 
State of Illinois ranks first in the number 
of individual plants; first in number of 
employees; first in wages paid; and first 
in value added by manufacture. 

During the week, posters and copies 
of the Mayor’s proclamation were posted 
throughout the city. In addition, many 
in the industry used Printing Week 


stamps on all their outgoing mail.

forated paper ribbon is fed through the 
“Monophoto” machine where it actuates 
the normal and space wedges and the 
photo-matrix case in a similar manner 
to that on the hot metal machine, except 
that all hot metal components such as 
the melting pot, pump, molds, etc., have 
been replaced by the photographic unit.

A new report on “Detergents and Sol- 
vents for the Printer” is announced as 
one of the current research projects being 
undertaken by the Research and Engi- 
neering Council of the Graphic Arts In- 
dustry. Information is now being com- 
piled as to the latest available materials, 
products, formulae and developments in 
this field. 

This new report, to be published by 
the Council as a revision of its 1950 re- 
port on the same subect, will be divided 
into sections dealing with type washes, 
roller washes, offset blanket washes, rub- 
ber plate washes, etc., so that printers 
may utilize the report as a reference text 
in the plant. While available information 
indicates that research is being conducted 
to find a single solvent to serve all the 
needs of the graphic arts industry, this 
goal has not yet been achieved.

Conference for Presidents 

The third in a series of five professional 
conferences “designed to raise the level 
of printing and lithographing manage- 
ment which have been scheduled by the 
PIA Committee on Business Controls” 
will be held at the Palmer House, Chi- 
cago, February 5 and 6. This conference 
is titled “Professional Conference for 
Presidents,” and will be open not only 
to presidents of printing and allied plants, 
but also to the designees of presidents, 
such as executive vice-presidents, general 
managers and assistants to the president. 

According to the announcement, this 
conference will “encompass or at least 
touch upon all the specialized phases of 
management with which the president 
should be conversant.” Also, “an attempt 
will be made to pinpoint the president’s 
job without going too far afield into the 
operating details of running a business.” 

The first day of the conference will be 
devoted primarily to the theory and con- 
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cept of what a president is or should be, 
and how he may organize his job most 
effectively. The evening and second day 
of the conference will be largely informa- 
tional in nature. The pattern of addresses, 
case history presentations, and seminar-size 
group discussions developed at previous 
professional conferences will be followed 
at this conference. At the general sessions 
of the conference, a technique of divid- 
ing the entire audience into teams of ten 
to fifteen persons will be tried. After the 
case histories are given, a 15-minute pe- 
riod will be allowed at which the teams, 
each under a captain, will individually 
determine their single most important 
question to ask of those who gave the 
case histories. 

Some of the speakers who will address 
the conference are John B. Joynt (assist- 
ant to the president, America Enka 
Corp.) who will talk on “A Management 
Philosophy As the Basis for Management

indicated that many production men in 
the industry were very interested in and 
concerned with this subject. More than 
300 firms were represented. 

After the opening session on the morn- 
ing of December 4, which was attended 
by all that came, the conference was 
broken up into specialized sessions dur- 
ing the afternoon and evening of De- 
cember 4. One was on Letterpress, one 
on Gravure and one on Offset Lithog- 
raphy. 

Among those present were several 
European representatives who participated 
in the discussions relative to develop- 
ments on makeready operations on the 
Continent. 

The conference was opened on Decem- 
ber 4 by Edward J. Triebe (Kingsport 
Press, Kingsport, Tenn.), president of 
the Research and Engineering Council. 
J. A. Eaton (general manager, The C. T. 
Dearing Printing Company, Louisville) 
discussed the problem of makeready, 
after first giving a general definition of 
makeready in relation to all three proc- 
esses. (Excerpts of Mr. Eaton’s talk ap- 
pear in this issue of GAM.) Dr. Robert 
H. Roy (Professor of Industrial Engineer- 
ing, John Hopkins University, Baltimore) 
talked on “An Engineering Analysis of 
Makeready.”” J. Homer Winkler (techni- 
cal advisor, Battelle Memorial Institute, 
Columbus) summarized developments 
outside of the United States in relation 
to makeready and pre-makeready in his 
talk on “Continental Research Studies on 
Makeready.” R. G. W. Croney and Gil- 
bert R. Middleton, both of England, 
talked on makeready practices used in 
their country. 

During the session on Gravure, E. 
Thomas McBreen (technical director, J. 
Walter Thompson Company, Chicago) 
acted as chairman and made a general 
presentation of makeready in the gravure 
field. Panel members of the session were 
Myron R. Homiak (Intaglio Service 
Corp., Chicago), who talked on “Plate- 
making in Relation to Makeready”; Har- 
old R. Mass (superintendent, Roto-Gra- 
vure Dept., Chicago Tribune, Chicago), 
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who discussed “Cylinder Preparation and 
Color Fidelity in Newspaper Work”; 
Elmer Stacy (Klingrose Gravure Division, 
American Type Founders, Brookiyn), 
who talked on “Proof Press Operations 
in Relation to Makeready”; Frank V. 
Johnson (In-Tag Division of Interchem- 
ical Corporation, Chicago), who talked 
on “Ink in Relation to Makeready”; and 
Larry Kussow (Kimberly-Clark Corpo- 
ration, Chicago), who discussed “Paper 
in Relation to Makeready.” 


During the afternoon session on Offset 
Lithography, Geo. S. Hammer (Forbes 
Lithograph Mfg. Co., Boston) acted as 
chairman. Michael H. Bruno (research 
manager, Lithographic Technical Foun- 
dation, Chicago) discussed “Tone Repro- 
duction and Makeready”; Frederick C. 
Kendall (Kellogg and Bulkeley, Hart- 
ford, Conn.) discussed “Platemaking and 
Pre-Makeready”; Charles W. Latham 
(technical advisor, Lithographic Techni- 
cal Foundation, New York) discussed 
“Makeready on the Press”; Don French 
(Danner Press, Akron, O.) talked on 
‘“Makeready on Web Offset Equipment.” 


Dwight L. Monaco (assistant vice- 
president and director of manufacturing, 
McGraw-Hill Publishing Company, New 
York City) acted as chairman of the 
Letterpress session conducted on_ the 
afternoon of December 4. During this
